I submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  City  Clerk’s  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December,  1976. 

Vital  Statistics  covering  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  recorded 
during  the  year  1976  shows  that  the  number  of  births  increased 
only  by  11  over  the  year  1975  and  a decline  of  90  over  a five 
year  period.

The  City  Treasurer  re- 
ceived $5957.60  to  be  turned  over  to  the  County  Treasurer  and  $666.40 
fees  retained.  The  individual  dog  population  exclusive  of  dog  kennels 
is  1884.  A rabies  clinic  was  held  in  March  1976  at  the  Dog  Pound  and 
the  public  response  was  very  good  for  both  the  rabies  clinic  and  the 
licensing.  The  dog  population,  however,  is  many,  many  more  than  are 
licensed.  The  Clerk  and  staff  attended  the  clinic  for  the  purpose  of 
licensing  dogs. 


There  were  1761  Sporting  Licenses  sold  over  the  counter  with  a gross 
value  of  $15,685.75,  being  299  less  licenses  sold  than  in  1975,  and 
$15,233.50  being  remitted  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife 
and  $452.20  retained  in  fees.  The  Resident  Fishing  Licenses  led 
the  field  with  884  being  issued;  285  Resident  Hunting  Licenses;  233 
Resident  Sporting  Licenses;  159  Resident  Minor  Fishing  Licenses; 

3 Alien  Fishing  Licenses;  26  Non  Resident  Fishing  Licenses;  5-7 
Day  Non  Resident  Fishing  Licenses;  45  Non  Resident  Small  Game  Hunt- 
ing; 2 Minor  Trapping;  2 Resident  Citizen  Trapping;  3 Non  Resident 
Big  Game  Hunting;  18  duplicates;  90  Free  Sporting  Licenses  (Mass, 
residents  70  years  old  and  older)  ; 5 Free  Paraplegic  Fishing  Licenses 
(Mass  residents)  1 Free  Paraplegic  Hunting  License;  17  Archery 
Stamps;  141  Water  Fowl  Stamps.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  COLLECTOR 
1976 


To  His  Honor , the  Mayor 
and  the  Municipal  Council 

The  year  1976  was  another  extremely  busy  one  in  the  Collector's 
Office.  The  total  amount  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  weekly,  for  the  year  was  $14,455,425.93  and  was 
$1,080,059.90  more  than  the  previous  year. 

We  have  mailed  out  over  20,862  Real  Estate  Tax  Bills,  1,710 
Personal  Property  Tax  bills,  25,847  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  bills, 
an  average  of  1,500  Water  bills  a month,  plus  an  average  of 
500  monthly  miscellaneous  Lills  committed  from  other  various 
departments . 

In  addition  to  these,  demands  have  been  sent  for  unpaid  Real 
Estate,  Personal  Property,  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  and  Water 
bills.  All  of  this  results  in  an  enormous  amount  of  paper 
work,  as  each  bill  paid  has  to  be  entered  in  a cash  book,  proved, 
and  posted  manually  to  the  Commitment  Book. 

Again  this  year  we  were  fortunate  to  have  two  very  good  CETA 
workers  in  our  office  which  enabled  us  to  get  caught  up  on 
some  of  the  backlog  of  work  such  as  proving  books,  etc.  and 
also  to  send  the  demands  and  warrants  out  on  time  which  re- 
sulted in  the  City  of  Attleboro  receiving  a total  of  $54,009.99 
just  in  interest  and  costs.  Without  the  additional  CETA  workers 
this  would  not  have  been  possible. 

During  the  year  1976  several  more  of  our  permanent  records  were 
sent  out  for  professional  binding.  We  are  in  hopes  that  within 
two  years  all  of  our  records  will  have  been  bound.  Our  budget 
for  binding  then  can  be  reduced  to  an  amount  to  just  cover  the 
previous  year’s  records. 

We  hope  that  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council  will  seriously 
consider  having  some  of  our  vital  records,  Real  Estate  and 
etc.,  microfilmed.  If  we  had  a serious  fire,  or  even  extreme 
vandalism,  such  as  Mansfield  and  East  Providence,  the  City  of 
Attleboro  would  be  in  serious  trouble.  We  hope  you  will  give 
this  project  some  serious  thought. 
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Report  of  the  City  Collector  continued: 

Our  office  is  in  desperate  need  of  at  least  two  new  adding 
machines  and  one  new  typewriter.  At  present  we  have  six 
people  in  the  office  and  only  three  adding  machines.  All 
our  work  has  to  be  entered  in  a cash  book,  each  page  totaled, 
commitments  proved,  etc.  We  all  require  an  adding  machine 
and  it  is  very  frustrating  to  constantly  swap  the  machines 
and  find  some  other  work  to  do  not  requiring  the  use  of  an 
adding  machine.  The  Collector's  machine  will  add  to 
10,000,000  but  only  9,000,000  can  be  put  in  the  machine. 

We  are  now  collecting  over  $14,000,000  per  year  and  it  seems 
a little  ridiculous  for  a business  of  this  size  not  to  have 
the  proper  equipment  to  handle  it.

I hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Attleboro  Police 
Department  for  the  year  1976. 

During  1976  there  were  1,140  accident  reports  filed  with  the 
department,  48  more  than  in  1975.  The  number  of  reported 
injuries  was  595,  an  increase  of  81  over  1975.  The  number 
of  fatalities  dropped  from  10  in  1975  to  only  2 for  1976. 

Motor  vehicles  citations  issued  were  as  follows:  1,154 
warnings , 962  Court  Complaints  and  206  arrests .

1976  Fire  Alarm 


There  were  550  box  alarms.  141  service  calls  were  made  to 
master  box  owners.  There  were  165  tests  of  interior  alarm 
and  sprinkler  systems.  These  tests  were  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  setting  insurance  rates. 

Approximately  12,000  feet  of  figure  8 cable  with  associated 
pole  line  hardware,  was  installed  in  the  fire  alarm  system. 

Four  boxes  were  destroyed  by  vandals  or  unidentified  autos. 
They  were  replaced  with  boxes  built  from  salvaged  parts. 

Three  master  boxes  were  taken  out  of  service  (building  was 
torn  down) . 

Three  new  privately  owned  master  boxes  were  connected  to  the 
City  system. 

The  system  now  consists  of  1$9.7  miles  of  conductor  wire, 

184  street  boxes  and  161  master  boxes.

AMBULANCES 

The  Rescue  Truck,  known  as  Rescue  #1,  along  with  the  International 
Ambulance,  operated  by  Fire  Department  Personnel,  answered  many 
calls  during  1976 „ The  Fire  Department  and  the  City  of  Attleboro 
have  received  many  fine  compliments  on  the  work  done  by  the  per- 
sonnel assigned  to  this  duty.  In  many  instances,  both  vehicles 
have  been  in  use  at  the  same  time,  necessitating  the  reduction 
of  the  number  of  men  assigned  to  fire  apparatus.  It  should  be 
noted  that  the  1 ,332  calls  many  by  the  ambulance  crews,  are  in 
addition  to  the  2,223  calls  answered  by  fire  apparatus.

FIRE  PREVENTION  BUREAU 

As  Reported  by  Benjamin  R.  Livesey 
Deputy  Chief  fe  Fire  Prevention  Officer 

Fire  Department  personnel  have,  as  usual,  made  numerous  inspec- 
tions throughout  the  year.  Inspections  are  made  monthly  of  all 
kindergartens,  schools,  rest  homes,  hospitals  and  nursing  homes 
Periodic  inspections  are  also  made  of  business  establishments 
and  industrial  plants. 

The  principal  value  of  inspection  work  is  in  the  knowledge 
obtained  as  to  the  general  construction  features  of  a building, 
its  means  of  egress  and  the  protection  features  provided.  In- 
spections also  afford  the  Fire  Department  personnel  the  oppor- 
tunity to  remedy  any  existing  fire  hazards.  Inspections  are 
responsible,  in  part,  for  the  Fire  Department's  low  loss  xatio.

Report  of  the  Fire  Department  continued: 

FIRE  PREVENTION  BUREAU  continued: 

All  complaints  received  were  investigated  and  where  hazards 
existed  the  proper  authorities  were  notified  to  rectify 
same  . 

The  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Fire  Department  conducted  train- 
ing sessions  for  Fire  Brigades  of  several  of  the  City’s  in- 
dustries. Classes  were  held  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital, 
training  nurses  and  maintenance  personnel  in  the  use  of  fire 
extinguishers  and  alarm  procedures.  The  same  program  was 
conducted  at  Fuller  Memorial  Sanitarium  and  several  of  the 
local  nursing  homes. 

Fire  Prevention  Week,  as  usual,  brought  an  accelerated  pro- 
gram of  fire  prevention  in  the  schools.  Assistance  in  these 
fire  prevention  programs  was  gained  from  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, local  insurance  companies,  local  newspapers  and  the 
radio  station. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week,  a coloring  contest  was  held  in 
all  schools,  both  public  and  private.  This  involved  over 
3,600  students  in  the  elementary  grades. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  several  merchants,  insurance  com- 
panies and  industrial  firms,  we  were  able  to  give  many  prizes 
to  children  in  the  lower  grades.  We  feel  our  school  fire 
prevention  week  program,  reached  a new  high  in  1976.  We  also 
feel  that  there  is  a need  to  continue  our  educational  pro- 
gram in  the  1977-1978  school  year. 

Co-operation  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  and  the  Wire  Inspector 
have  also  made  1976  a successful  year  from  a fire  prevention 
stand  point. 

TRAINING  PROGRAM 

As  Reported  by  Elliott  Hayden 
Deputy  Chief  & Training  Officer 

In  addition  to  the  training  of  industrial  groups  and  nursing 
groups,  the  Fire  Department  carried  on  a training  program 
for  its  own  Officers  and  Men.  Training  in  the  use  of  ladders, 
in  drafting  water  from  static  bodies  of  water  and  pumping 
water  from  the  City  water  mains. 

Weather  permitting,  outside  training  was  done  in  the  above 
subjects,  as  well  as  in  the  use  of  ice/water  boats.  Ambulance 
and  other  personnel  attended  classes  held  at  each  station  in 
Cardio-Pulmonary  Resusitat ion , conducted  by  a Fire  Fighter, 
who  has  been  certified  as  being  an  instructor.  Currently, 
the  Department  has  ten  (10)  certified  Emergency  Medical  Tech- 
nicians and  five  (5)  who  are  currently  enrolled  in  the  course 
or  who  must  take  the  examination  over  again. 
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Report  of  the  Fire  Department  continued : 

TRAINING  PROGRAM  continued : 

During  inclement  weather,  indoor  classes  were  held  on  the  use 
of  breathing  apparatus,  rescue  tools  and  drills  on  street 
and  fire  alarm  box  locations. 

The  efficiency  of  a Fire  Department  is  measured  by  the  effi- 
ciency of  its  personnel,  the  quality  and  availability  of  its 
apparatus  and  its  fire  prevention  activities,  and  most  of 
all,  the  training  of  its  personnel  in  the  use  of  equipment. 

It  is  intended  that  1977  will  be  as  productive  or  more  so 
than  in  the  year  1976. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  APPARATUS 

As  Reported  by  George  Green 
Deputy  Chief  & Maintenance  Officer 

On  April  1,  1976,  a newly  created  position  of  Civilian  Mechanic 
was  created  to  replace  the  position  of  Department  Master  Mechanic. 
Mr.  Robert  Allard  filled  this  position. 

A preventive  maintenance  program  was  immediately  initiated  with 
all  apparatus  and  vehicles  taken  "out  of  service,”  one  at  a 
time,  tuned-up  and  serviced.  Also  major  repairs  were  done  if 
needed  at  the  same  time.  A new  motor  was  installed  in  Engine  #5, 
this  past  year. 


There  are  three  (3)  engine  companies  that  are  twenty  (20)  years 
old  and  older,  requiring  much  maintenance  work  and  a replacement 
program  for  the  apparatus  should  be  considered . 

As  mentioned  last  year,  some  consideration  should  be  given  to 
obtaining  at  least  2 four  wheel  drive  vehicles,  either  pick-up 
trucks  or  jeep  type  vehicles,  so  that  smaller  and  more  maneu- 
verable brush  fire  attack  trucks  would  be  made  by  the  mechanic 
with  the  help  of  fire  department  personnel.  These  vehicles 
could  be  used  in  place  of  larger,  heavy  duty  fire  apparatus, 
which  should  not  be  taken  off  paved  roads.  When  a call  for  a 
known  brush  or  grass  fire  is  received,  the  fire  crew  could 
simply  transfer  to  the  smaller  apparatus.  Some  reasoning 
behind  this  is  the  saving  of  wear  and  tear  on  regular  fire 
apparatus,  chances  of  getting  mired  in  spring  by  larger  appara- 
tus would  eliminate,  and  also  from  being  scratched  in  the 
woods,  less  fuel  consumption  which  is  also  a major  factor  in 
these  times,  and  a more  penetrating  attack  on  hard  to  get  at 
brush  fires,  resulting  in  saving  on  calls  for  off  duty  per- 
sonnel at  ovetime  expense. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Mayor, 
City  Council,  City  Personnel  Director  and  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners,  for  their  concern  and  co-operation  during  the 
year,  resulting  in  a well  maintained  fleet  of  fire  apparatus  *

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and 
Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 

Mayor  and  Councillors ; 

Concurrent  with  the  budgetary  restrictions  being  enacted  upon 
the  department  for  its  operation  and  maintenance  costs,  despite 
continuing  public  demands  for  the  services  provided  by  its 
various  divisions,  we  are,  never  the  less,  making  progress  with 
our  application  for  Federal  and  State  funds  to  finance  an  exten- 
sion of  our  sewer  system  in  South  Attleboro  and  the  construction 
of  a new  wastewater  treatment  plant. 

Of  even  greater  importance,  in  many  respects,  is  my  concern  for 
the  reinforcement  of  our  water  distribution  system  and  a new 
treatment  plant  for  the  water  supply  , 

I shudder  to  think  of  the  cost  of  such  capital  improvements  and 
their  related  operation  and  maintenance  costs,  however,  the 
alternative  - depreciation  - is  not  always  slow  and  tolerable. 

It  may  yet  result  in  the  sudden  failure  of  our  existing  system 
which  would  be  chaotic. 

Meanwhile,  with  a reduction  of  expenses  and  personnel,  we  may 
not  be  able  to  attain  many  glamourous  accomplishments  but  have 
managed  to  provide  the  services  which  follow:

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 
(Work  of  Major  Significance) 


DRAINAGE 


The  program  for  the  preparation  of  a set  of  maps  of  the  City 
of  Attleboro  Drainage  System,  which  was  started  three  years 
ago,  and  was  done  intermittently,  is  in  its  last  phase. . 
Hopefully  we  will  complete  it  in  1977. 

Plans,  layout  and  survey  for  the  Bishop  Street  drain,  in- 
cluding lateral  trenches  to  prevent  the  yearly  problem  of 
iced  roads  due  to  the  overflowing  of  water  from  contiquous 
land,  were  done  and  installation  completed. 

Layout  study  and  engineering  assistance  to  drain  crew  while 
installing  an  added  drainage  system  to  resolve  flooding 
problems  on  Garden  street. 

Engineering  assistance  given  to  Planning.  Board  and  Conserva- 
tion Commission  related  to  drainage  problems  on  proposed 
sub-divisions,  also  site  inspections. 

Determining  location,  direction,  grade  and  acquisition  of 
right  of  entry  for  the  excavation  of  a trench  5000  feet 
more  or  less,  in  cooperation  with  the  mosquito  control 
agency  of  Bristol  County.  This  trench  that  extends  form 
Bishop  Street  to  the  60"  drain  line  parallel  to  the  rail- 
road will  be  the  main  artery  of  a net  of  secondary  trenches 
which  will  be  built  in  an  effort  to  remedy  to  some  extent 
the  flooding  problems  and  the  mosquito  nuisance  within 
the  area  and  neighborhood. 

Making  available  information  and  studies  of  backyard  drain- 
age problems  to  the  building  inspector. 

Preparing  plans  and  studies  for  location  of  trenches  within 
area  of  Knott  Street,  Sherwood  Drive,  etc.,  said  trenches 
will  eventually  flow  water  into  the  60"  drain  line. 

SEWERAGE 


Most  of  the  sanitary  sewer  work  have  been  house  connections 
done  by  various  contractors.  This  department  supplied  the 
contractor  with  the  sewer  eye  location  and  also  supervises 
the  proper  installation  of  the  pipe  and  compaction  of  the 
trench  fill.  The  location  and  depth  of  the  sewer  connec- 
tion is  drawn  up  and  recorded  with  any  other  utilities 
within  the  excavation.  Twenty-four  sewer  house  connections 
have  been  made  in  1976. 

The  services  and  information  of  our  department  have  been 
available  to  the  Penetryn  Co.  while  making  infiltration 
tests  in  our  sewerage  system. 
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Report  of  the  Public  Works  Department  continued : 

WATER 


In  cooperation  with  the  Water  Department,  we  have  continued 
the  program  of  adding  to  our  water  gate  ties  records  the 
new  water  gate  installations  and  an  incredible  number  of  the 
old  ones  that  had  never  been  recorded  or  had  been  lost. 

A new  list  of  City  hydrants  is  being  prepared  with  the  loca- 
tion of  their  corresponding  gates  and  ties. 

All  water  main  installations  made  in  subdivision  developments 
have  been  pressure  tested  for  rupture  or  leakage  by  the 
Engineering  Department,  we  then  bring  in  water  samples  to 
the  Health  Department  for  the  Bacterial  test. 

Plans  were  drawn  up  for  the  new  wells  for  the  Water  pumping 
Station.  Engineering  assistance  was  given  to  the  City  crew 
for  the  layout  and  construction  of  the  pipe  installation 
and  building. 

ROADS 


The  Engineering  Department  designed  and  prepared  plans  and 
profile  for  the  relocation  of  Rathbun  Willard  Drive.  Points 
were  set  in  the  ground  to  establish  the  limits  of  this  road 
so  that  the  Forestry  and  Highway  workers  could  clear  the 
trees  and  excavate  to  a desirable  foundation.  This  road 
should  be  finished  by  early  1977. 

Aside  from  the  everyday  performance  of  surveying,  inspection, 
drawing  layout,  record  keeping,  and  engineering  assistance, 
we  devote  a great  deal  of  time  providing  or  searching  for 
information  requested  by  the  public,  contractors,  engineers, 
and  surveyors  which  is  done  either  by  phone  or  personally. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION

The  Forestry  Department  respectfully  submits  this  report  for  1976. 

JANUARY,  FEBRUARY  AND  MARCH 

Eighteen  days  were  spent  trimming  Lindsey  Street,  eleven  days 
trimming  Capron  Park,  five  days  plowing  snow  for  the  Public 
Works  Department . Brush  and  trees  removed  on  Newport  Avenue 
for  a drain  line.  Trees  and  brush  removed  at  Woods  Farm  for 
a new  gravel  bank.  Park  Street  trimmed  for  low  limbs.  Normal 
routine  of  trimming,  removal  of  dead  trees  and  limbs  were  carried 
out.  On  February  2 a freak  storm  hit  the  Attleboros.  A week  was 
spent  in  cleaning  up  after. 


APRIL 


Sprayed  Elms  with  a dormant  spray.  Low  limbs  and  roadside 
trimmed  on  Rocklawn  Avenue.  Lindsey  Street  finished.  Six 
Elms  were  removed  on  Saturdays  under  the  County  Grant. 

MAY 


Two  men  started  spraying  for  Eastern  Tent  Caterpillar  and  Birch 
Leaf  Miner.  The  other  two  men  were  engaged  in  trimming  and  tree 
remova 1 . 


JUNE 


On  the  second  week  in  June,  2880  acres  were  sprayed  by  helicop- 
ter for  the  control  of  Gypsy  Moths.  Excellent  control  in  all 
sprayed  areas  resulted.  Two  men  sprayed  in  the  daytime  and  two 
men  at  night.  During  windy  or  wet  weather,  tree  work  continued. 

JULY 

Shade  tree  spraying  continued  and  brush  control  started.  Corners 
were  cut  and  trimmed.  A mixture  of  2-4-D  was  sprayed  to  retard 
growth.  Bankings  along  Manchester  Reservoir  cut.  Problems  with 
the  Mistblower  caused  by  many  breakdowns. 

AUGUST 

Due  to  a heavy  infestation  of  Fall  Web  Worm,  most  of  August  was 
spent  spraying  roadside  trees.  On  August  10th,  Hurricane 
’’Belle"  hit  the  area,  although  not  as  bad  as  had  been  forecasted, 
it  took  four  days  to  clean  up  after.  All  the  overhead  doors  and 
wood  trim  were  scraped  and  painted  on  the  Forestry  Building. 

Many  calls  for  poison  ivy  spraying  were  attended  to. 
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SEPTEMBER 


Still  spraying  for  Fall  Web  Worm.  Trimming  low  limbs  and  brush 
along  City  roadways.  Five  Elms  were  removed  on  Saturday,  under 
County  Grant . 

OCTOBER 

Twenty-four  stumps  were  removed  in  sidewalks  by  contract.  Thirty- 
four  new  trees  were  planted  roadside  to  replace  some  taken  down. 
Brush  and  trees  removed  on  main  line  along  Thacher  Brook  for  Public 
Works  Department.  Seven  Elms  were  removed  on  Saturday  under  County 
Grant . 


NOVEMBER 


All  spraying  equipment  winterized.  Brush  and  trees  removed  on 
truck  line  for  Department  of  Public  Works.  Dead  or  dying  trees 
removed  from  City  streets.  Brush  and  low  limb  trimming  started 
on  Handy  Street.  Twenty-four  Elms  removed  under  County  Grant. 

DECEMBER 


Removed  trees  and  brush  for  new  road  between  Rathbun  Willard  and 
Rome  Boulevard.  Trimmed  for  new  power  line  to  Pumping  Station  - 
Beagle  Club  Road.  Twelve  Elms  removed  under  County  Grant.  Four 
days  plowing  snow  for  Public  Works  Department. 

XXXXXXX 

Diseased  Elms  on  private  property  were  removed  on  Saturdays  under 
a County  Grant . 

Valuable  spray  time  was  lost  because  of  frequent  breakdowns  of 
spraying  equipment. 

The  Forestry  Department  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  during  the  two 
major  windstorms,  only  two  city  trees  were  blown  down.  Almost 
all  the  damage  and  debris  were  caused  by  trees  on  private  pro- 
perty falling  into  the  roadway. 

Since  June  of  1975,  the  Forestry  Department  has  had  five  power 
saws  stolen.  Two  on  June  12th,  1975,  one  on  August  11,  1976  and 
two  on  September  30,  1976.  All  these  saws  were  stolen  from  the 
truck  while  it  was  parked  in  the  city  yard  at  noontime.  To  try 
and  stop  the  thefts,  a chain  has  been  welded  to  the  truck  and 
the  saws  padlocked  to  it. 

The  Forestry  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  other  departments 
who  helped  in  many  ways  in  the  past  year.  A special  thanks  to 
the  men  of  the  Department  who  carried  on  their  duties  while  the 
Foreman  and  Superintendent  were  both  incapacitated  because  of 
injury  and  health.

The  past  year  has  been  much  busier  than  previous  years. 

Quite  a few  new  developments  have  gone  on  at  the  County  Street 
Industrial  Park.  All  land  on  Franklin  McKay  Road  has  been 
sold  and  there  has  been  much  new  development  along  this  street 
the  most  notable  of  which  will  be  the  hot  mix  surface  which 
should  begin  by  the  time  this  report  is  received. 

All  land  has  been  disposed  of  on  Extension  Street,  presenting 
the  current  need  of  constructing  a similar  street  just  down 
the  hill.  This  newly-planned  street  should  be  able  to  accommo- 
date 5 or  6 new  small  plant  sites.  With  the  exception  of  this 
newly-planned  area,  all  of  the  land  on  the  lower  part  of  Frank 
Mossberg  Drive  has  been  spoken  for. 

As  far  as  I am  concerned  this  has  been  a very  productive  year, 
helping  to  make  up  for  the  recession  years. 

Many  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  do  not  recognize  the 
important  function  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority.  We  help 
business  — both  large  and  small  — ■ to  become  established 
or  enlarged  in  our  Industrial  Park  or  elsewhere  in  the  City. 
This,  in  turn,  adds  to  our  City's  tax  base  and  offers  needed 
employment  for  our  citizens.  This  is  all  done  at  no  cost 
whatsoever  to  the  taxpayers.  The  profit  we  make  on  land 
sales  we  plow  back  into  further  expansion  of  prospective 
plant  sites  at  the  Industrial  Park.  Such  expansion  includes 
constructing  roads,  the  installation  of  utilities,  sewage, 
water,  etc. 

In  addition,  the  money  which  we  have  on  hand  between  projects 
is  invested  so  that  the  Authority  receives  the  highest  inter- 
est rates  possible.  Using  this  interest  allows  us  to  operate 
at  very  little  expense  and  offers  no  expense  to  the  City.  I 
doubt  many  City  agencies  in  Attleboro  make  such  a return  for 
no  cost. 

Again,  this  year,  as  always,  I would  like  to  thank  the  many 
people  whose  valuable  time,  willingly  offered,  allows  this 
organization  to  function.  None  of  us  in  this  group  could 
do  the  job  we  do  without  the  expertise  of  our  Executive 
Director,  Howard  Ireland.  He  always  has  everything  well 
thought  out  and  ready  for  us  to  discuss  and  act  upon.  This 
City  would  be  at  a tremendous  loss  without  the  services, 
information,  and  time  this  man  offers.  Our  clerk,  Joan 
Corrigan,  also  deserves  many  thanks  for  sitting  through  our 
meetings,  tirelessly  extracting  notes  for  our  records.  My 
thanks  also  go  to  Barbara  Strong,  who  has  very  much  proved 
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and  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority  continued: 

her  worth  over  the  past  year,  helping  to  keep  our  office 
running  smoothly.  Thanks,  also,  go  to  the  faithful 
members  of  this  organization.  Without  their  presence 
and  knowledge  the  Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority 
would  be  at  a serious  loss.

On  the  occasion  of  the  Eleventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Attleboro 
Redevelopment  Authority,  it  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  following 
as  the  report  of  your  Executive  Director.  The  report  covers  activi- 
ties from  November  5,  1975  to  November  3,  1976. 

During  the  report  period,  twelve  regularly  scheduled  monthly 
meetings  were  held.  There  were  no  special  meetings  called. 

The  principal  activity  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority  continues 
to  be  the  administration  of  the  Attleboro  Industrial  Park.  The 
Attleboro  Redevelopment  Authority  (ARA)  is  closely  associated  with 
the  Attleboro  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  (DIC)  in  the 
promotion,  development  and  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Attleboro  Industrial  Park.  Much  of  the  promotional  activity,  and 
also  various  proposals  for  development  and  planning,  is  conducted 
by  the  DIC.  All  matters  in  the  Attleboro  Industrial  Park  involving 
title,  conveyance,  development  contracts  and  related  activities  are 
the  province  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority. 

During  the  report  period: 

- We  negotiated  and  executed  one  Purchase  and  Sale  Agreement. 

- We  negotiated  one  small  boundary  adjustment  to  provide 
sufficient  land  area  for  a future  building  site. 

We  granted  a one  year  extension  on  an  existing  Purchase 
and  Sale  Agreement. 

We  received  $3,021.00  as  deposits  on  land  purchase  agree- 
ments, to  be  applied  on  purchase  price  upon  granting  of 
deeds . 

We  granted  four  deeds  and  received  $51,437.30  as  payment  of 
balance  due  after  crediting  deposits  received  on  Purchase 
and  Sale  Agreements. 

We  received  and  approved  site  development  and  construction 
plans  for  two  new  buildings  and  two  expansions  to  existing 
premises . 

At  the  close  of  the  report  period,  we  have  Purchase  and  Sale 
Agreements  in  force  in  the  amount  of  $8,000.00. 
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On  the  occasion  of  a State  audit  in  June,  our  records  show 
that  from  an  original  acreage  of  153  acres: 

- We  have  granted  deeds  for  77.75  acres 

We  have  under  Purchase  and  Sale  commitment  1.11  acres 

- We  have  developed  as  streets  6.64  acres 

We  have  available  for  future  development  67.50  acres 
as  building  sites  and/or  streets 

In  this  connection,  it  should  be  noted  that  during  recent  months, 
negotiations  have  been  conducted  for  two  lots  involving  six  acres. 

It  appears  that  all  elements  of  an  agreement  have  been  resolved  and 
the  Purchase  and  Sale  Agreements  are  currently  under  review  by  the 
prospective  grantee.  The  purchase  price  is  projected  as  $51,364.74. 

A conveyance  is  contemplated  in  December. 

Our  experience  has  shown  the  wisdom  of  also  having  small  plant 
sites  available  for  growth  companies.  To  meet  this  need,  we  have 
developed  plans  for  a proposed  subdivision  which  will  provide  six 
one-acre  sites  on  a new  street  to  be  built  off  Mossberg  Drive. 
Hopefully,  we  can  meet  the  important  environmental  requirements 
and  have  this  area  available  for  construction  in  1977. 

Within  the  past  week,  Franklin  McKay  Road  was  paved  with  two 
courses  of  hot  mix  asphalt.  Along  with  the  paving,  sewer  covers 
and  catch  basins  were  all  adjusted;  providing  an  excellent  road 
surface . 

While  equipment  for  this  type  of  work  was  available,  in  coopera- 
tion with  Superintendent  John  McKinnon  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, we  also  provided  the  hot  mix  asphalt  material  for  a large 
patch  on  Frank  Mossberg  Drive. 

As  the  Attleboro  Industrial  Park  continued  to  develop  our  original 
emphasis  on  amenities  and  standards  become  increasingly  evident. 

The  attractive  premises  erected  and  maintained  by  the  companies  who 
have  built  in  the  Park  bespeaks  their  pride  and  faith  in  our  project. 

A unique  feature  which  frequently  amazes  interested  visitors  is 
the  fact  that  although  the  development  of  the  Attleboro  Industrial 
Park  is  a public  project,  there  is  no  subsidy  by  the  City  or  any 
other  agency,  and  that  through  sound  business  management,  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  pays  for  all  development  costs  from  project 
revenue  only,  and  that  rather  than  the  City  pledging  its'  credit 
to  underwrite  the  Park,  the  City  receives  considerable  added  tax 
revenue  from  the  buildings  built  within  the  Park. 
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I regret  that  it  is  not  practical  to  present  a 1976  tax  benefit 
analysis  with  this  Annual  Report  because  the  necessary  information 
was  not  available  due  to  the  delay  in  determining  the  City's  tax 
rate.  However,  the  new  construction  and  expansions  of  this  year 
will  be  a significant  addition  to  the  figures  reported  in  previous 
years . 

It  is  appropriate  to  call  to  your  attention  the  status  of  the 
Central  Business  Urban  Renewal  Study  Application.  This  project 
was  authorized  in  the  Spring  of  1975,  and  on  April  23,  1975,  an 
application  for  funds  for  the  study  was  filed  with  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Community  Affairs  (DCA) . At  that  time  we 
were  advised  that  our  application  had  the  highest  priority  with 
DCA  but  that  their  subsequent  processing  and  funding  would  be 
dependent  on  the  appropriation  of  sufficient  funds  in  the  budget 
they  were  submitting  to  the  legislature. 

Follow  up  contacts  have  established  that  DCA  did  not  receive 
sufficient  funds  to  implement  our  application. 

In  the  meantime,  a Federally  funded  program  of  so-called 
Community  Block  Grants  has  emerged.  This  program  provides  fund- 
ing for  many  of  the  improvements  that  were  contemplated  under 
the  proposed  State  Urban  Renewal  Project. 

Because  many  of  the  desired  results  are  being  achieved  by 
another  mechanism,  and  because  most  of  the  cost  estimates 
arrived  at  almost  two  years  ago  are  no  longer  valid  due  to  infla- 
tion, I recommend  that  the  Authority  review  its  position  on  the 
previously  filed  Application  for  Urban  Renewal  Study  Fund. 

The  recent  paving  of  Franklin  McKay  Road  has  brought  into 
focus  the  need  for  some  additional  site  improvement  work  in 
this  section  of  the  Attleboro  Industrial  Park. 

Our  Consulting  Engineer,  Mr.  James  Freeman,  and  I have  dis- 
cussed some  of  these  proposed  improvements  and  I requested  Mr. 
Freeman  to  secure  some  cost  estimates  to  implement  his  recom- 
mendations. In  view  of  our  healthy  financial  condition,  I 
feel  we  should  proceed  on  such  a site  improvement  program  as 
weather  permits. 

At  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report,  we  have  not  re- 
ceived the  final  figures  for  the  paving  of  Franklin  McKay  Road. 
This  is  estimated  at  approximately  $13,000.  With  the  exception 
of  that  item,  we  have  no  unpaid  bills  except  for  routine  current 
expenses.  The  proposed  subdivision  previously  referred  to  is 
costed  at  $65,000  for  planning  purposes,  to  be  expended  during 
1977. 
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Against  these  two  substantial  items  of  expense,  we  have  known 
projected  receipts  due  by  December  31,  1976  of  approximately 
$60,000,  When  these  items  are  considered  together  with  the  sub- 
stantial increase  in  our  cash  reserve  for  the  current  report 
period,  it  becomes  evident  that  our  work  program  and  our  cash 
position  are  in  very  favorable  relationship. 

A more  detailed  financial  report  will  be  submitted  by  our 
Treasurer,  Stanley  M.  Gower,  Jr.,  who  has  so  ably  and  faith- 
fully served  in  that  capacity  since  our  organization  in  1965. 

During  the  past  year  Miss  Barbara  Strong,  in  her  clerical/ 
secretarial  capacity  for  DIC,  has  rendered  valuable  and  greatly 
appreciated  assistance  to  the  office  routine  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority,  and  we  look  forward  to  the  continuation  of  her 
capable  assistance. 

The  activities  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority  are  closely 
related  to  some  of  the  activities  of  our  companion  agency, 
the  Attleboro  Development  and  Industrial  Commission.  To  Chair- 
man Hugh  McBrien,  and  all  members  of  the  DIC,  we  are  deeply 
grateful  for  their  constant  interest  and  faithful  support  and 
cooperation  as  we  work  together. 

We  appreciate  the  fine  support  and  cooperation  we  have  re- 
ceived from  His  Honor  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Macomber  and  from  the 
members  of  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council. 

The  nature  of  our  work  brings  us  in  frequent  contact  with 
many  City  departments.  Our  sincere  thanks  for  the  assistance 
rendered  on  so  many  occasions . 

The  many  years  of  working  together  with  our  Clerical  Aide 
Miss  Joan  Corrigan,  and  our  Consulting  Engineer  Mr.  James 
Freeman  have  been  pleasant  and  productive,  and  we  are  indebted 
for  their  deep  interest  and  their  special  skills. 

We  also  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  cooperation  and  interest 
of  our  legal  counsel  Attorney  James  M.  Cassidy. 

The  special  demands  for  time  and  effort  which  frequently 
are  made  on  the  Authority  Chairman  have  always  been  graciously 
and  competently  handled  by  Chairman  Rodney  Blythe  and  we  owe 
him  special  thanks  forassuming  the  responsibility  of  that 
office . 

I find  it  difficult  to  adequately  express  my  personal 
thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Authority. 

For  their  time,  counsel,  unwavering  support  and  warm  friend- 
ship, I am  deeply  grateful.

The  younger  veterans  are  interested  in 
schooling  benefits  as  they  must  complete  their  education  within 
ten  years  from  date  of  discharge  from  the  service. 

Veterans  who  have  lost  or  mislaid  their  discharges  inquire 
where  they  can  obtain  copies  and  very  often  we  have  copies 
in  our  files. 

Various  Veterans  Administration  Forms  are  available  in  this 
department  including  applications  for  pensions  for  the 
veteran,  his  widow  or  his  children  or  his  dependent  parents; 
change  of  address  forms;  applications  for  loan  e leigibi li ty  ; 
applications  for  program  of  education;  application  for  replace- 
ment of  lost  papers;  applications  for  burial  allowance  and  for 
grave  markers;  insurance  forms  of  various  nature,  etc.  Assis- 
tance in  filling  out  and  filing  these  forms  is  given  to  the 
veteran  or  his  widow. 

Also,  applications  and  information  regarding  the  Massachusetts 
State  Bonus  are  available  to  the  veteran. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Labor  and  Industries,  Division 
of  Apprentice  training  through  its  field  representative  sets 
up  the  programs  for  On-the-job  training  and  he  is  in  this 
office  every  week.

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Report  of  the  School  Department  continued: 

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

During  this  Bicentennial  Year,  our  school  children  and  citizens 
of  the  Attleboro  community  have  joined  together  to  celebrate 
and  to  reflect  upon  the  historical  events  which  have  influenced 
the  continuing  development  of  education  in  our  country.  As 
educators,  we  also  have  paused  to  examine  the  past  and  offer 
conjecture  to  the  probable  futures  that  lie  ahead  for  our  children 
and  the  role  for  the  school. 

Beginning  with  the  Puritan  era.  to  the  present,  education  in  America 
has  been  called  upon  to  solve  a multitude  of  political,  social, 
economic,  scientific  and  intellectual  problems,  to  name  a few. 

From  the  Massachusetts  Law  of  1642,  the  so-called  "Satan  Deluder 
Law"  which  ordered  the  officials  of  the  town  to  ascertain  if  the 
parents  or  masters  were  attending  to  their  educational  duties, 
to  the  Equal  Opportunity  Acts  of  the  1960s  and  1970s,  the  schools 
have  been  expected  to  respond  to  societal  demands.  As  we  have 
grown  from  an  agrarian  society  to  one  struggling  to  make  adjust- 
ments during  a transitional  phase  that  may  transform  the  nation 
into  a post-industrial  society  strongly  influences  by  international 
cartels,  American  education  has  held  fast  to  the  fundamental  goal 
of  the  American  Revolution,  that  is  to  secure  for  each  individual 
the  right  to  be  free,  to  grow  and  to  prosper.  While  some  leaders 
of  the  American  Revolution  resisted  such  an  ideal  for  it  might 
lead  to  a liberation  that  would  eventually  mean  access  to  learning, 
and  not  for  just  some  but  for  all,  the  notion  of  free  schools 
which  Thomas  Jefferson  proposed  for  Virginia  in  1779,  has  provided, 
for  most  Americans,  "an  education  adapted  to  the  years,  to  the 
capacity,  and  conditions  of  everyone,  and  directed  to  their  free- 
dom and  happiness."  To  support  this  quest,  the  American  educational 
system,,  with  the  assistance  of  other  local,  state  and  national 
institutions,  has  demonstrated  a remarkable  process  of  adaptation 
which  has  helped  maintan  a delicate  balance  between  utilitarianism 
and  comprehensive  or  liberal  education.  This  feature  is  distinc- 
tive to  the  United  States  and  is  manifested  in  Attleboro  by  the 
same  balance  of  concern  demonstrated  by  our  school  committee,  the 
professional  and  noninstructional  staff  and  the  citizens. 

The  learning  system  employed  in  Attleboro  can  bring  to  students 
who  desire  to  learn  the  very  best  of  Jefferson’s  notions  about 
education.  It  is  a system  that  provides  resources  to  support  an 
environment  for  learning  life's  survival  skills  and  those 
necessary  to  maintain  liberty  and  contribute  to  the  common  good . 

It  is  a learning  system  that  offers  the  essential  basic  skills, 
concepts  and  generalizations  of  the  communicative  arts,  the 
sciences,  the  technologies  of  business  and  industry,  as  well  as 
the  history  of  civilization,  and  attempts  to  promote  their  inter- 
dependence. It  is  a learning  system  that  has  the  capacity  to 
adapt  to  current  and  future  societal  demands  and  for  the  most 
part,  to  individual  needs. 
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Report  of  the  School  Department  continued: 

Throughout  this  annual  report,  the  reader  will  note  the  intended 
capacity  of  the  Attleboro  school  system  to  deal  with  individuals 
as  well  as  groups.  In  many  respects,  the  school  system  reflects 
the  duality  of  the  Constitution  which  seeks  to  balance  group 
rights  with  those  of  the  individual.  It  is  by  design  rather  than 
chance  that  the  developmental  goals  for  the  Attleboro  school 
system  reflect  an  emphasis  on  1)  the  learner  as  an  individual  with 
unique  capabilities;  2)  the  inculcation  of  our  heritage  for  all 
students  who  will  take  part  in  group  processes  and  3)  the  attitude 
that  the  individual’s  own  efforts  are  paramount  in  realizing  her 
or  his  potentiality. 

We  are  proud  of  the  role  education  has  played  in  the  development 
of  our  nation  and  community.  We  are  equally  thankful  to  our 
citizens  for  their  support  of  education  and  will  continually 
strive  to  meet  their  expectations.

To  Mayor  and  City  Council 
Mayor  and  Councillors: 

1976  has  seen  continued  and  extended  service  by  the  Attleboro 
Public  Library  . 

Trustees  have  attended  ten  regular  meetings,  one  extra  called 
to  adopt  revised  bylaws  and  meetings  with  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  to  explain  budget  needs.  Each  Trustee  has  contributed 
his  or  her  special  ’’know  how”  to  the  enrichment  of  library 
service.  Bylaws  for  trustees  have  been  revised  and  printed. 

A display  case  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Library  was  given  in 
memory  of  two  former  Trustees,  Mrs.  Ethel  Barden  and  Mr.  Leland 
B.  Smith,  who  gave  much  of  themselves  for  many  years  to  the 
betterment  of  the  Library . 

The  Bicentennial  Show  Case  in  a South  Main  Street  store  with 
its  many  and  varied  displays,  arranged  by  the  Library,  brought 
educational  enjoyment  to  its  many  viewers. 

Looking  forward,  Trustees  have  asked  Mr.  Washburn  to  put  into 
his  1977-'78  program  at  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  a 
student  project  to  construct  models  for  a full  addition  to  the  ^ 

Attleboro  Public  Library.  Trustees  will  visit  other  libraries  ^ 

for  ideas  and  bring  their  own  suggestions  to  this  project. 

The  South  Attleboro  Branch  was  enlarged  50%  in  the  spring  and 
tastefully  redecorated.  It  is  now  proudly  used  by  more  area 
people.  The  September  Open  House  was  visited  by  a number  of  in- 
terested citizens.  Family  night  brought  a capacity  group  of  all 
ages  to  enjoy  two  magicians.  Story  hours  and  crafts  are  part 
of  the  branch  program. 

The  Auditorium  has  been  used  by  various  civic  groups  for 
concerts  and  lectures.  Craft  instruction  has  been  given  to 
young  and  old.  Two  radio  programs  have  been  presented  weekly, 
one  for  Spanish  speaking  residents,  and  the  other  in  English 
to  inform  the  public  of  library  resources. 

The  fire  alarm  system  has  been  updated  in  the  Main  Library. 

New  drapes  and  new  paint  installed  in  main  reading  rooms  have 
brightened  the  area.  An  Olivetti  photo-copier  is  proving  its 
worth  in  the  uptown  Library  while  the  former  photo-copier  is 
in  good  use  at  the  South  Attleboro  branch.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  Attleboro  Public  Library  lends  more  books  per 
resident  than  the  national  average. 
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Many  innovations  are  in  use  in  the  Children's  or  now  called 
the  Junior  Library.  Children's  Book  Week  brought  essay-poster 
contests  in  the  schools  with  winners  serving  as  "Librarians 
for  the  day”.  The  Boston  Stage  Mobile  presented  two  plays 
during  the  summer. 

It  has  been  a busy  productive  year.  Our  thanks  go  to  the 
City  Officials,  the  newspapers  and  local  radio  station  for 
their  interest  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ATTLEBORO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
LIBRARIAN  - 1976 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council 
Mayor  and  Councillors: 

Such  words  as  patriotism,  excitment,  education,  participation, 
service  come  to  mind  in  relating  the  events  of  this  busy  year. 

The  Bicentennial  has  provided  a continuation  of  momentum  for  the 
Attleboro  Public  Library  which  has  been  building  these  past  years. 
Circulation  of  materials  in  "76" , while  not  quite  as  high  as  the 
recession  year  1975,  still  remained  7.2%  over  1974,  We  have  re- 
tained most  of  this  new  reading  public  through  professionalism 
and  a variety  of  programs,  activities,  and  good  public  relations. 
The  activities  of  the  Library  are  recorded  in  this  report,  and 
also  in  the  special  reports  of  the  Children's  Librarian  and  the 
librarians  who  work  at  the  South  Attleboro  Branch  and  on  the 
Bookmobile.  Together  they  tell  the  total  Library  story. 

Backing  up  an  unprecedented  number  of  outreach  activities  was 
an  increasing  amount  of  paperwork  necessary  to  run  an  active 
City  Department.  Time  consuming  bookkeeping  procedures  and  statis- 
tical surveys  required  in  recent  years,  have  added  to  the  staff 
load  . 


Behind  the  Scenes 


As  usual  an  inordinate  amount  of  work  took  place  behind  the 
front  desk.  In  Technical  Services  there  was  order ing , cata loging 
and  preparation  of  books  and  other  materials  for  circulation. 
Special  "back  room"  projects  were  the  revision  of  the  Staff 
Manual  and  the  Circulation  Desk  Routines  Manual,  updating  of  pro- 
cedures for  staff,  new  and  old.  A restudy  of  circulation  proce- 
dures at  a staff  meeting  led  to  a lowering  of  the  amount  of 
money  charged  for  overdue  adult  books.  The  maximum  charge  is  now 
$3.00.  Patrons  who  lose  books  must  pay  the  current  replacement 
cost  of  the  book  plus  a $2.00  processing  fee.  Labor  and  materials 
cost  have  doubled  in  recent  years,  necessitating  the  change. 

During  the  summer  the  staff  worked  on  an  inventory  of  the 
psychology,  technology  and  literature  sections  of  the  Library. 

Front  Stage 


There  have  been  more  and  more  events  taking  place  in  the  Library 
the  last  few  seasons  and  I take  space  now  to  mention  some  of  the 
variety  of  events  in  1976: 

1.  Collective  bargaining  for  the  City  took  place  in  the 
Gold  Room. 

2.  Free  Transcendental  Meditation  lectures. 

3.  Musical  programs  - Piano  recitals  by  pupils  of  Roger  Gryzb . 

4.  Charminade  Club  Concert.  Attleboro  High  School  Chamber 
Orchestra . 
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VARIETY  OF  EVENTS  IN  1976  continued: 

5.  Concert.-  A ballet  concert, 

6,  Lecture  series  - Co-sponsor  with  the  Attleboro  Gardeners 
of  series  on  landscaping  and  organic  gardening.  Two 
lectures  on  the  metric  system.  Craft  series  featuring 
Beverly  Dantas-four  meetings  on  making  decorations  for 
the  home.  ’’Forgiveness  Week”  for  the  return  of  overdue 
books-called  "Homecoming  Week”  for  Thanksgiving,  and 
APL  welcomed  home  310  books.  Tours  for  Brennan  Junior 
High  science  classes. 

A repeat  event  popular  with  reference  librarians  in  the  greater 
Attleboro  was  the  ’’Basic  Reference  Books”  course  taught  by  the 
Librarian  using  the  same  outlines  as  he  used  at  his  Northeastern 
classes.  This  year  there  were  nine  attendents,  including  two 
from  the  APL.  Nearby  communities  such  as  Mansfield  and  Foxboro 
sent  representatives. 

Exhibits  were  especially  exciting  during  the  year  with  special 
art  displays  borrowed  from  the  Eastern  Region  Public  Library 
System.  With  Federal  funds,  such  exhibitions  as  a potpurri  of 
reproductions  from  the  Folger  Shakespearean  Libary  in  Washington, 
D.C.  became  available  for  loan  to  member  libraries.  The  Trustees 
sponsored  a very  fine  exhibit  from  the  Smithsonian  Institute 
called  "In  the  Minds  and  Hearts  of  the  People,  1760-1774”.  This 
features  reproductions  of  historical  documents,  art  and  scenes 
from  our  American  history,  and  was  on  display  at  the  Bicentennial 
Showcase  on  South  Main  Street. 

All  these  events  publicized  the  Library's  services,  programs 
and  facilities  to  a large  segment  of  the  public,  some  of  whom 
may  not  have  visited  the  Library  before.  The  Library  was  relating 
to  many  kinds  of  people  in  a widening  circle  of  influence. 

Bicentennial 


The  City  certainly  knew  that  the  Library  participated  in  the 
Bicentennial  festivities.  Here  was  another  chance  for  the  APL 
to  be  "involved".  The  Librarian  remained  active  in  the  Attleboro 
Historical  Society  and  the  Attleboro  Bicentennial  Commission  and 
was  in  charge  of  the  latter's  Exhibits  Committee  for  a second 
year.  Staff  member,  Mrs.  Greta  Dow,  was  especially  valuable  to 
the  Committee.  The  APL  not  only  assisted  in  providing  display 
materials  (books,  framed  maps,  easels  etc)  but  in  creating  art 
work.  Nancy  Turgeon  of  the  staff  was  most  helpful  as  an  artist 
designing  needed  posters  and  signs.  Many  others  could  be  singled 
out  for  thanks,  but  to  all  who  helped  on  the  Committee  and  in  the 
Library's  contribution  to  the  Bicentennial,  I am  most  grateful. 
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Literacy  Volunteers 


« 


At  the  founding  of  the  Attleboro  Chapter  of  Literacy  Volunteers 
of  America,  the  APL  offered  the  new  group  a room  for  teacher  train- 
ing sessions.  These  volunteers  work  with  adults  on  a one-to-one 
basis  until  each  reader  reaches  a fifth  grade  reading  level.  The 
Librarian,  a member  of  the  Governing  Board,  purchased  some  160 
booklets  and  pamphlets  for  student  use.  Study  manuals  for  teachers 
were  on  reserve  for  the  volunteers  at  the  Reference  Desk. 

Bilingual  Center 


The  Library  was  able  to  continue  its  outreach  program,  English 
as  a second  language,  to  the  pre-kindergarten  children  of  non- 
English  speaking  families,  after  the  Federal  Library  Services  and 
Construction  grant  of  $5,400.00  expired  on  June  30.  The  United 
Way  of  Attleboro,  Inc.  became  interested  and  granted  the  Library 
$1,560.00  for  a one  year  continuation  of  the  project. 

The  year  began  in  the  fall  with  9-11  children  meeting  twice  a 
week  for  two  hours  in  the  Library’s  furnished  room  in  the  Attleboro 
Recreation  Center.  The  excellent  teachers,  Mrs.  Ana  Valcarce,  and 
her  assistant,  Mrs.  Flor  Cahill,  staffed  the  program  for  a second 
year.  The  program  has  received  praise  from  the  Attleboro  School 
Department  and  particularly  from  the  two  public  kindergarten 
teachers  in  charge  of  our  first  year  ’’graduates”.  They  noticed 
many  added  abilities  in  the  skills  of  those  children  who  had 
participated  in  the  APL’s  "school”  which  were  not  evident  in  those 
that  did  not  have  the  opportunity. 

The  general  goal  in  the  second  year  was  the  same  as  the  first: 
"creat  a bilingual  atmosphere  to  help  smooth  the  way  for  non- 
English  speaking  children  entering  the  public  kindergarten,  by 
introducing  them  earlier  to  many  new  learning  experiences ." 

In  December  the  Librarian  planned  to  ask  the  City  in  fiscal  '78 
to  fund  the  personnel  for  the  program  for  a 3rd  year,  beginning  in 
September  1977, 

Dr.  Alan  Dyl,  Attleboro  School  Psychologist,  who  evaluated  the 
results  of  the  Developmental  Test  of  Visual-Motor  Integration 
(given  the  students  toward  the  end  of  the  first  year)  said,  "these 
children  appear  to  have  made  a great  deal  of  progress  as  measured 
by  the  screening  tests.  This  seems  to  be  a very  worthwhile  pro- 
gram . ” 


Professional  Activities 


The  Librarian  participated  in  many  professional  meetings  during 
the  year  - The  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Club,  The  Massachusetts 

Library  Association  and  the  New  England  Library  Association.  He  f 

is  also  a member  of  the  Attleboro  Librarians  and  The  Greater  Boston 
Administrator's  Association.  In  September  he  began  a one  year 
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Professional  Activities  continued: 

term  on  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  Advisory 
Council.  Mr,  Walter  Stitt,  new  Assistant  Librarian,  has  joined  the 
Assistant  Librarian's  Association  of  Massachusetts,  Other  staff 
members  attended  appropriate  meetings. 

APL  "76 

The  Librarian's  weekly  five  minute  WARA  radio  program  on  Thursday 
mornings  (10:35  a.m.)  has  caught  on  and  is  receiving  feedback  from 
listeners.  Patrons  often  call  to  reserve  books  described  on  the 
program.  Janice  Danesi,  Public  Relations  Consultant,  wrote  the 
weekly  script  in  consultation  with  staff  members.  This  year  we 
introduced  several  series  of  talks  on  such  themes  as  Consumerism 
and  Metrics.  There  are  plans  for  a new  series  on  "how  a book  gets 
into  circulation  - from  book  ordering  to  open  shelf." 

Gifts 

The  gift  of  $1,000.00  by  Mrs,  Helen  Williams  made  it  possible  to 
buy  new  books  and  scores  for  the  music  collection.  Other  books 
came  to  the  Library  as  memorial  gifts.  Most  periodicals  purchased 
by  the  Library  come  from  funds  held  by  the  Trustees.  This  money 
provided  for  the  purchase  of  an  unusually  wide  variety  of  magazines 
for  a city  of  Attleboro's  size,  almost  400  periodicals. 

The  Gulbenkian  Foundation  contributed  55  titles  in  Portuguese, 
and  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  started  sending  the  first  shipment 
of  200  recordings  by  American  artists.  The  latter  is  a Bicen- 
tennial gift  to  selected  libraries  throughout  the  country. 

The  wrought  iron  display  case,  a memorial  to  Library  Trustees 
Ethel  H.  Barden  and  Leland  B.  Smith,  arrived  and  was  permanently 
in  use  in  the  foyer. 

The  Library  also  received  an  unexpected  one -year-on ly  grant  of 
$3,510,00  from  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension.  Using  LSCA  Title  1 
money  the  Bureau  allocated  money  on  population  basis  to  nine  com- 
munities having  an  unusual  number  of  non-resident  borrowers  based 
on  their  survey.  The  money  was  to  be  used  toward  the  purchase  of 
new  books  in  natural  and  physical  science. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  each  of  these  gifts. 

Photocopying 

The  APL  added  a leased  self-service  Olivetti  Photocopier  to  its 
service  in  June.  Revenues  accrued  to  the  owner  who  maintained  and 
serviced  the  machine.  This  meant  that  the  price  per  copy  could  be 
lowered  to  10  cents  and  at  last  the  APL  was  out  of  the  copying 
business.  The  old  3M  was  used  as  a "house"  copier  in  the  Business 
Office  . 
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Building  and  Maintenance 


The  South  Attleboro  Branch  Library  at  609  Newport  Avenue  con- 
tinued to  flourish.  The  Branch's  growing  pains  seem  to  have 
been  solved  by  increasing  the  size  of  the  branch  by  over  50%. 

When  adjacent  room  became  vacant  and  available  the  Library  ex- 
panded into  it  by  breaking  through  the  wall  with  a six  foot  open- 
ing. There  were  many  new  improvements  in  the  old  and  new  sections 
which  are  noted  elsewhere.  Funding  came  from  State  Aid  and  the 
owner  also  contributed  proportionately  to  the  costs.  Major  pro- 
jects for  the  Main  Library  included  the  painting  of  the  main  floor 
reading  rooms,  foyer  and  circulation  area  and  the  installation 
of  draperies.  Our  custodians  painted  most  of  the  outside  window 
trim  on  the  lower  floor  thus  saving  the  expense  of  hiring  an  in- 
dependent painting  contractor. 

Mr.  William  J.  Cavanaugh,  an  acoustics  expert,  made  a survey 
of  the  acoustical  problems  of  the  main  floor  circulation  and 
reading  room  areas  at  the  invitation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  as  a result  the  Library  planned  to  install  ceiling  tile 
and  other  improvements  in  1977. 


Personnel 


Mrs.  Marion  Moore  Andreason  retired  in  early  November  after 
38  years  of  service  and  was  the  news  event  of  the  year.  She  " 

had  been  Assistant  Librarian  and  Cataloger  since  1959  and  had 
contributed  immeasurably  to  the  progress  of  the  Library  during 
those  years . 

Mr.  Walter  B.  Stitt  came  to  us  as  Mrs.  Andreason 's  replace- 
ment on  November  8,  after  having  three  years  cataloging  experience 
at  the  R.I.  Department  of  State  Library  Services.  He  is  a gradu- 
ate of  the  Graduate  School  of  Library  and  information  Sciences, 

University  of  Pittsburgh, 

Mrs.  Lillian  Rowell,  Library  Assistant  in  the  Junior  Library 
since  1971,  and  associated  with  the  Library  intermittently  for 
many  years,  also  retired.  Mrs.  Anne  Sennott,  a certified  teacher 
for  the  Commonwealth,  came  to  the  APL  in  September  to  replace 
Mrs  . Rowell . 

The  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act  Program  sent  a full 
time  Library  Aide  to  the  APL  during  the  year.  This  additional 
assistance  meant  that  many  routine  jobs  could  be  transferred 
allowing  regular  staff  members  more  time  to  pursue  their  more 
professional  activities. 

The  City  gave  recognition  to  a new  full  time  position,  that 
of  Library  Assistant.  This  position  had  been  funded  for  a part- 
time  person  who  had  worked  full  time  for  the  APL  by  using  f 

supplementary  funds  found  elsewhere  in  the  budget.  The  Central- 
izing of  these  monies  into  one  full  time  account  has  made  the 
position  viable. 
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Mrs.  Zaida  Santiago  replaced  Mrs.  Patricia  Zak  as  Spanish 
Language  Consultant  to  the  Librarian  and  hostess  for  the 
Library's  weekly  Sunday  night  Spanish  program,  Su  Voz  Amiga „ 
Mrs.  Zak,  after  two  years  of  service,  left  the  area  for 
Europe.  We  wished  her  well,  as  she  had  given  yeomen  service 
to  the  Spanish  speaking  community. 

Trustees 


The  Trustees  were  active  during  the  year  in  support  of  the 
APL’s  program  and  policies.  They  thoroughly  revised  their 
bylaws  and  these  were  printed  for  distribution.  This  was  an 
appropriate  year  for  revision  as  the  City  issued  a new  edi  - 
tion  of  its  City  Manual  and  Ordinances.  Donald  LeStage  III 
was  the  new  Trustee  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The  year  ended 
with  a full  Board, 

In  the  fall  the  Trustees  voted  to  authorize  programs  and 
design  models  to  be  made  depicting  a possible  future  addition 
to  the  central  building,  a first  step  in  the  Library's  ex- 
pansion program  for  the  rest  of  this  century.  The  architec- 
tural students  of  Harold  Washburn  of  Washburn-Luther  Associ- 
ates and  also  of  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  will  be 
asked  during  the  1977-1978  academic  year  to  create  prelimin- 
ary designs  for  expanding  the  frontage  of  the  Library  on 
North  Main  Street  to  encompass  a new  adult  public  services 
department  and  Junior  Library. 

The  Librarian  was  exceedingly  grateful  to  the  Trustees  for 
their  approval  of  new  programs  and  expansion  plans.  They 
generously  funded  the  many  lectures  and  entertainments  that 
took  place  during  the  year  and  their  unfailing  support  and 
loyalty  were  exemplary. 

The  Library  thus  began  to  look  forward  to  the  80 's  and  to 
it's  centennial  year  of  1985.  Excitement,  participation, 
service,  and  education,  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  this 
report  were  still  to  be  watchwords  for  1977,  The  new  year 
offered  many  additional  opportunities  for  reaching  out  to 
the  people  of  Attleboro.  The  APL  has  a commitment  to 
accept  this  challenge.

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JUNIOR  LIBRARY  - ANNUAL  REPORT  - 1976 

As  the  accompanying  Activities  list  indicates  1976,  in  the 
Junior  Library  has  been  the  most  active  year  by  far  in  spite 
of  a mid-year  staff  change.  In  addition  to  all  these  special 
activities  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  note  a slight  gain  in 
circulation  of  about  2000  books.  This  increase  after  several 
years  of  declining  circulation  figures  leads  to  the  hope  that 
the  use  of  the  book  collection  is  again  on  the  rise,  I feel 
these  figures  are  a reflection  of  the  popularity  primarily  of 
the  paperback  collection  and  with  this  in  mind  I have  broad- 
ened the  base  of  the  collection  with  the  addition  of  easy 
paperbacks  during  the  past  year.  The  ever-rising  cost  of  child 
ren's  books  makes  it  imperative  that  if  we  are  going  to  furnish 
multiple  copies  of  popular  titles  we  must  make  use  of  any  possi 
ble  means  of  obtaining  less  expensive  books.  The  major  part  of 
our  book  budget  must  still  be  used  to  keep  up-to-date  with  new 
material  and  subject  matter. 

Programs  in  all  areas--pre-school  storyhours,  craft  projects 
summer  activities  and  special  events  have  enjoyed  sustained 
popularity.  Even  with  the  increase  of  summer  programs  by  the 
school  and  recreation  departments  we  still  attract  many  loyaj 
followers.  Our  Bi-Centennial  Summer  Reading  Club  contained 
175  members.  Many  of  them  completed  several  posters  by  reading 
50  or  more  books,  illustrating  the  attraction  the  library  has 
for  many  children. 

Many  school  groups  were  entertained  during  the  past  year 
particularly  during  National  Library  Week  in  April  and  Child- 
ren’s Book  Week  in  November.  We  also  had  special  programs 
both  weeks.  The  Mimsy  Puppets  appeared  in  April.  In  November 
the  events  included  Eleanor  Boy lan,  puppeteer;  Diane  Procido, 
folksinger  and  the  Pickwick  Players.  During  the  summer  there 
was  the  annual  visit  of  the  Boston  Children’s  Theatre  ’’Stage- 
mobile"  to  Capron  Park  and  Bob  Munstedt  was  performer  at  the 
Awards  Program  of  the  Summer  Reading  Club.  All  these  events 
were  sponsored  by  the  Library  Trustees.  To  them  we  offer  our 
grateful  appreciation. 

As  a highlight  of  the  1976  observance  of  Children's  Book 
Week  the  library  with  cooperation  of  the  Attleboro  School 
Department  Curriculum  Coordinator,  Ted  Thibodeau  conducted 
a voluntary  poster  essay  contest  in  grades  4 & 5.  The  theme 
was  "The  Magic  I Have  Found  In  Books"  taken  from  the  Book 
Week  slogan  "Bookmagic"  . The  3 prize  winners—Joan  Medeiros, 
Mark  Jones  and  Jean  Joyal--rece ived  books  donated  by  the 
Trustees.  They,  along  with  several  Honorable  Mention  winners, 
were  invited  to  be  "Librarian  For  An  Afternoon"  in  the  Junior 
Library  and  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  working  at  the  Charging

SOUTH  ATTLEBORO  BRANCH  LIBRARY  ANNUAL  REPORT  1976 


Our  country's  bicentennial  1976  was  our  "break  through"  year.  It 
heralded  a new  look  for  the  branch  - at  long  last  the  enlargement  so 
badly  needed.  Renovations  began  in  the  spring  and  we  now  have  a 
more  spacious  and  brighter  building  made  possible  with  a.  break  through 
into  the  area  formerly  occupied  by  the  Attleboro  Rescue  Squad,  New 
lighting  was  installed  over  the  15  by  36  foot  area.  Added  shelf  space 
has  given  the  opportunity  to  increase  collections,  particularly  the 
non-fiction  - general  science,  applied  science,  fix-it  and  how-to 
books  in  arts  and  crafts.  Open  house  was  held  Sept,  30th  with  a good 
turnout  of  patrons,  trustees,  staff  members  and  friends.  Refreshments 
were  served.  Much  enthusiasm  was  shown  for  the  clean  fresh  look,  newly 
carpeted  floors  and  shaded  windows. 


Our  circulation  continued  to  grow  - 16,668  - an  overall  increase  of 
1814.  Juvenile  circulation  showed  a drop  over  the  previous  year. 

The  branch  subscribed  to  23  popular  magizines.  We  were  also  fortunate 
to  have  patrons  give  us  other  periodicals  in  travel,  home  repairs  and 
improvements,  etc. 

With  spring  approaching,  kindergarten  classes  walked  from  the  Hi  11- 
Roberts  and  Lincoln  Schools  for  an  introduction  to  the  Library  enrolling 
for  their  very  own  cards  and  a short  story  hour.

Grade  2 classes  form  Lincoln  made  their  annual  visit  and  again 
in  the  fall  with  their  new  class  of  students 

Summer  Reading  Club  attracted  25  members  and  ended  with  prizes 
being  awarded  to  Julianne  Hebert  and  Patricia  Metiver  for  reading 
the  greatest  number  of  books  - 38  and  24  books  respectively. 

Four  pre-school  story  hours  were  held  in  October  and  November 
with  Mrs.  Ann  Sennott  from  the  Children's  Room. 

Scouts,  too,  were  represented  by  a Cub  and  Brownie  pack  visiting 
this  Fall. 

Book  Week  was  celebrated  with  exhibits  of  new  books  and  "Millie  & 

Jim  Juggling  Act"  from  South  Attleboro.  This  program  was  called 
"Family  Night"  and  that  it  was  - parents  and  children  "crowded"  into 
our  branch  for  a 30  minute  act. 

A one  day  Christmas  Arts  & Crafts  program  for  Gr . K to  6 was  held 
in  December  with  a full  registration  of  15,  directed  by  Miss  Guillette, 

Anne  Sennott  and  Patty  Gorelczenko. 

Our  new  library  sign  was  installed  on  the  front  of  the  building  in 
December  and  has  introduced  the  library  to  several  new  patrons  who  I 

never  realized  where  the  library  was  situated. 

A new  service  for  our  patrons  was  the  copying  machine  at  a minimal 
cost . 

We  were  unable  to  escape  the  vexations  of  vandalism  having  our  Book 
Return  Box  damaged  in  January  and  a front  window  stoned  and  replaced 
this  summer . 

A survey  takten  in  September  indicated  our  patrons  were  generally 
satisfied  with  our  hours  of  operation  and  overall  selection  of 
books . 

Again  , our  thanks  to  the  newspapers  for  publicity  given  activities, 
book  lists,  etc. 

With  our  new  look  and  extended  collection,  we  look  forward  to  a 
greater  circulation  and  renewed  interest  by  our  South  Attleboro 
residents .

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BOOKMOBILE  ANNUAL  REPORT  1976 

Once  again  adult  circulation  showed  an  increase  (1,034)  for  the 
year  but  the  loss  of  service  for  three  weeks  in  December  due  to 
necessary  repairs  to  the  generator  explains  the  1,141  drop  in  the 
total  circulation  tor  1976 . Normal  circulation  for  December  is 
usually  close  to  2000  but  due  to  the  days  lost  it  was  only  739, 
a drop  of  1,261. 

Wear  and  tear  began  to  take  its  toll  and  many  books  in  the 
’’Easy”  section  had  to  be  replaced.  The  Young  People's  paperback 
section  is  another  popular  area  and  these  books  are  constantly 
being  replaced  as  well.  In  the  adult  section  new  books  are  added 
regularly.  Even  though  the  Bookmobile  has  all  the  best  sellers, 
patrons  often  request  special  books  which  are  brought  to  them 
from  the  Central  Library  if  they  are  available.  Borrowing  books 
through  in ter library  loan  is  not  encouraged  on  the  Bookmobile  but 
a patron’s  request  will  be  taken  provided  he  or  she  is  willing  to 
pick  up  the  requested  material  at  the  Central  Library. 

Gifts  of  paperback  novels  from  a number  of  patrons  during  the 
year  were  greatly  appreciated,  paperbacks  are  also  popular  among 
adult  patrons. 

We  may  have  our  ups  and  downs  in  circulation  but  the  number  of 
books  circulated  each  year  for  the  last  four  years,  averages  close 
to  30,000. 

As  1976  comes  to  a close,  plans  for  the  coming  year  are  already 
being  made  with  the  hope  that  1977  will  be  the  busiest  year  yet.

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GENERAL  ACTIVITY  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1976 

The  Board  conducted  their  annual  inspections  of  Building  Permits 
from  January  1 through  late  March  adding  some  four  million  dollars 
of  new  construction  to  the  tax  rolls,  however,  nearly  one  million 
dollars  of  assessed  value  was  lost  due  to  the  sale  of  the  Penn 
Central  Railroad  property  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transit  Authority 
which  is  exempt  from  taxation  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Board  with  the  cooperation  of  the  City  Tax  Collector’s 
Office  and  the  Municipal  Computor  Services  of  Hinghan,  Mass,  had 
for  the  first  time,  statutory  exemtions  credited  on  the  tax  bills. 
The  City  of  Attleboro  is  but  one  of  only  ten  communities  in  the 
Commonwealth  that  provide  this  service  to  the  taxpayer.  The  re- 
sponse and  cooperation  of  the  taxpayers  has  made  this  venture  a 
progressive  and  worthwhile  endeavor. 

Because  of  the  first  increase  in  the  tax  rate  in  almost  four 
years,  and  the  present  economy  as  it  is,  abatements  for  real  estate 
increased  considerably  for  this  period. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  1974  pertaining  to  the 
Town  of  Sudbury  vs  the  State  Tax  Commission  presently  remains  in 
the  hands  of  the  Tax  Commissioner,  to  be  implemented  by  the  Cities 
and  Towns  of  the  Commonwealth.  After  attending  many  meetings  on 
this  subject,  we  the  Board,  have  been  informed  that  those  Cities 
and  Towns  that  do  not  comply  by  July  1978  will  be  revalued  and 
cost  for  this  project  will  be  assessed  to  these  communities  on 
the  Cherry  Sheet . 

Overall,  it  was  a productive  1976  for  the  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS.

1976

Mayor  and  Councillors: 

In  1976  the  Planning  Board  achieved  its  major  goal  of  completing 
the  new  Zoning  Ordinance,  which  was  approved  and  passed  by  the 
Council  in  December,  In  the  meantime,  study  continued  on  future 
plans  for  Planned  Unit  Development  and  Flood  Plain  Zoning, 

In  March  John  Sullivan  was  re-elected  chairman,  Ernani  Vergano 
was  re-elected  vice  chairman  and  Irene  Kane  was  re-elected  secre- 
tary. Kane  declined  reappointment  to  SRPEDD  and  Melville  Moody 
was  subsequently  appointed.  In  January  the  Board  accepted  with 
regret  the  resignation  of  Willis  Newton  and  in  November  that  of 
vice  chairman  Vergano,  The  members  praised  their  valuable  ser- 
vice. New  members  appointed  in  1976  were  James  Lewis,  Robert 
Marquis  and  Norman  Santiago. 

Committees  and  their  members  were  as  follows:  Comprehensive 

Plan:  Chairman,  Marilyn  Pozzo,  and  Ernani  Vergano.  Subdivision 
Committee:  Chairman,  Clifford  Swanson,  Robert  Mawney  and  Melville 
Moody.  Municipal  Affairs:  Melville  Moody. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  Planning  Board  activity: 

During  the  spring  and  summer  Kane  and  Sullivan,  together  with 
Supervisor  Fitton,  attended  meetings  and  participated  in  the 
development  of  the  Regional  Growth  Policy, 

The  Comprehensive  Planning  Committee  continued  to  meet  with 
the  full  Board  and  during  the  spring  months  the  finishing  touches 
were  put  on  the  new  Zoning  Ordinance.  In  April  it  was  sent  to 
SRPEDD  for  review.  Alex  Zalesky  of  SRPEDD  met  with  the  Board 
and  gave  technical  advice.  Consultant  Don  Schmidt  reviewed  the 
mobile  home  park  section  of  the  prdinance  and  the  Board  reviewed 
the  map.  On  June  7 the  Board  voted  to  adopt  the  zoning  ordinance 
and  referred  the  proposal  to  the  Municipal  Council.  J.  Robert 
Wahlberg  made  a plea  for  Planned  Unit  Development  zoning  before 
the  Board  in  June  and  the  Board  reviewed  the  zoning  ordinance 
with  members  of  the  Municipal  Council.  On  June  28,  1976,  a 
public  hearing  was  held  on  the  proposed  zoning  ordinance  and 
city  officials,  home  owners,  builders  add  developers  appeared 
and  expressed  their  opinions.  Much  interest  was  shown  in 
the  5-members  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  proposal,  proposed  changes 
in  lot  sizes  and  lot  frontage  and  the  earth  removal  section.  In 
September  Vice  Chairman,  Vergano  represented  the  Planning  Board 
before  the  Municipal  Council,  presenting  the  Board's  recommenda- 
tions and  answering  questions.  At  a later  meeting  the  Board 
considered  the  comments  of  William  Tirrell,  SRPEDD  legal  officer. 

In  November  the  committee  met  with  members  of  the  Municipal 
Council  to  go  over  the  proposed  ordinance. 
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Report  of  the  Planning  Board  continued: 

Board  members  attended  a presentation  by  students  from  the 
Rhode  Island  School  of  Design  of  their  planned  concepts  for  a 
City  Hall  complex. 

Planning  Board  members  were  named  as  defendants  in  a law 
suit  brought  against  the  City  of  Attleboro  by  Oak  Hill  Estates. 

On-going  problems  still  with  us  * Unaccepted  streets,  the 
lack  of  traffic  lights  at  Brook  and  Park  Streets  and  the 
need  for  enforcement  of  the  corner  lot  ordinance. 

Among  the  seven  public  hearings  held  was  that  of  five 
Pleasant  Street  landowners  to  rezone  both  sides  of  Pleasant 
Street  from  Forest  Street  to  Richardson  Avenue  for  highway 
business  use.  The  hearing  attracted  an  estimated  75  persons. 
Petitioners  were  represented  by  counsel  and  many  people 
appeared  in  opposition. 

Prior  to  all  public  hearings,  Board  members  viewed  all  the 
sites  in  question,  preliminary  plans  were  reviewed  and,  when 
necessary,  officials  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  Health 
Department  were  consulted. 

The  Subdivision  Committee  considered  various  drainage  pro- 
blems, such  as  Augsburg  Drive,  and  kept  in  touch  with  the 
Conservation  Commission.  Considerable  attention  was  given 
by  the  Board  to  the  Sweetland  Avenue  bond,  involving  several 
visits  to  the  site,  correspondence,  and  conferences  with  the 
City  Solicitor. 

Subdivision  committee  member  Robert  G.  Mawney , under  the 
chairmanship  of  Clifford  A.  Swanson,  continued  work  on  an 
ordinance  for  future  Planned  Unit  Development,  as  well  as 
Flood  Plain  Zoning,  reviewing  material  from  SRPEDD,  other 
State  agencies,  and  from  other  communities. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  by  the  Comprehensive  Planning 
Committee  and  the  Board  solving  the  unique  zoning  problems 
of  the  "ice  house"  property  at  Cranberry  Pond  where  a portion 
of  the  premises  were  zoned  industrial  on  the  map  and  the 
remainder  general  residence;  two  hearings  were  held  involving 
mobile  home  parks;  and  a hearing  was  held  to  rezone  land 
between  Washington  Street  and  Newport  Avenue  in  South  Attle- 
boro for  a fast-food  service  and  a small  shopping  center.

All  of  the  twelve  meetings  of  the  full  commission  were 
attended  by  the  SRPEDD  delegates  Kane  and  Moody,  who  pro- 
vided the  Board  with  an  over-view  on  regional  planning,  not 
only  on  routine  matters,  such  as  A-95  reviews,  but  also  on 
the  new  Health  Systems  Agency  and  the  new  Office  of  State 
Planning,  the  proposed  Growth  Policy  Study,  the  status  of 
housing  in  Massachusetts,  a comparison  of  the  economic 
condition  and  unemployment  in  other  cities  and  towns,  the 
progress  of  the  A tt. leboro-Taunton  Regional  Transit  Authority^

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and 
Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeal  held  9 regular  and  9 special  meetings 
in  1976.  Public  hearings  were  held  on  37  applications/appeals 
in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  of  which  28  were  granted  and 
5 were  denied.  Four  applications  on  which  hearings  were  held  on 
December  16,  1976,  were  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  were  18  applications  for  waivers  of  the  Front  and/or  Side 
Yard  and/or  Area.  Regulations  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  20  non- 
conforming uses  of  which  8 were  for  beauty  shops,  4 earth  re- 
moval applications,  2 conversions  to  multi-family,  1 division 
of  property,  one  variance  to  permit  manufacture  of  steel  rule 
dies,  and  one  variance  to  allow  manufacture  and  sale  of  frozen 
lemonade  in  a Single  Residence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  DEPARTMENT 

1976 


The  year  1976  was  a continuation  of  the  busy  and  educational 
pace  of  1975.  The  expiration  of  all  of  the  collective  bargaining 
agreements  on  June  30,  1976  dictated  that  a great  percentage  of 
our  time  would  be  spent  gathering  data  and  financial  statistics 
to  assist  the  City  Solicitor  in  the  negotiating  process.  The 
negotiations  went  on  throughout  1976  and  were  delayed  somewhat 
by  the  refusal  of  the  Fire  and  Police  to  negotiate  in  Open 
Sessions.  The  problem  of  the  Open  versus  Closed  Sessions  was 
resolved  late  in  the  year  in  favor  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Associa- 
tions . 

The  Personnel  Policies  for  employees  not  covered  by  collective 
bargaining  were  submitted  to  the  Council  for  their  approval. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Institute  for  Govern- 
mental Services  staged  a twenty  week  seminar  at  City  Hall  in 
Fall  River.  The  seminars  were  held  every  Wednesday  and  covered 
the  full  gamut  of  Municipal  Management.  There  was  no  charge  to 
the  City  for  this  course  and  I believe  the  participants  gained 
a wealth  of  understanding  and  knowledge. 

The  C.E.T.A.  program  was  reduced  considerably  during  1976. 
However,  the  projections  for  1977  look  as  though  the  funding 
levels  will  again  rise  considerably.  The  Personnel  Department 
is  responsible  for  interviewing,  job  description  writing, 
tending  to  grievances,  and  preparing  the  payroll  for  C.E.T.A. 
employees  working  for  the  City  of  Attleboro.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 
1976 


To  the  Honorable  Raymond  L.  Macomber 
and  the  Municipal  Council 

Mayor  and  Councillors: 

On  December  31,  1976,  the  Attleboro  Council  on  Aging  completed 
five  years  plus  three  months  of  service  and  direction  to  over 
5,000  Senior  Citizens  in  Attleboro.  In  this  Bicentennial  Year 
of  our  nation  many  worthwhile  activities  were  activated  due  to 
requests  of  Senior  Citizens.  The  State  of  Massachusetts  in 
1976  redesignated  the  Attleboro  Council  on  Aging  as  Multipurpose 
Center.  The  Council  on  Aging  issues  Identification  Cards  - 
(Blue  to  Sr.  Citizens  over  65  years  of  age  and  gold  to  Sr. 

Citizens  under  65)  and  to  date  there  have  been  3083  blue  cards 
and  361  gold  cards  issued.  The  City  of  Attleboro  can  be  proud 
of  its  Senior  Citizens  Organization  which  is  rated  one  of  the 
best  run  and  operated  in  New  England. 

The  tremendous  growth  in  the  number  of  volunteers  had  a profound 
effect  on  the  success  of  the  various  programs.  There  were  a 
total  of  80  volunteers  in  1976.  They  helped  operate  the  two 
mini  busses,  five  days  a week  taking  the  elderly  within  Attleboro, 
from  their  home  to  the  hot  lunches  served  at  the  Drop-in-Center, 
to  doctors  and  hospital  appointments,  to  super  markets,  etc. 

These  trips  numbered  8,960.  Hot  lunches  were  delivered  to  35 
shut-ins.  The  Nutrition  Program  which  serves  75  luncheon  meals 
five  days  a week  at  the  Drop-in-Center  has  been  most  successful. 
The  average  daily  meal  delivery  to  shut-ins  is  20  meals.  The 
cost  to  the  individual  person  is  50  cents.  Providing  proper 
arrangements  can  be  made,  we  expect  to  increase  the  number  of 
meals  to  100  daily. 

Volunteers  also  serve  in  the  area  of  arts  and  crafts  teachers, 
dancing  teachers  and  health  program. 

Although  the  services  of  the  registered  nurses  provided  under 
the  CETA  program  was  lost  in  the  middle  of  1976,  monthly 
sessions  for  blood  pressure  testing  were  held  throughout  the 
year.  There  were  a total  of  402  Senior  Citizens  registered 
during  these  monthly  sessions  and  a total  of  729  readings 
were  taken.  Two  Swine  Flu  Clinics  were  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  Health  Department  and  the  vaccine  administered  to 
783  elderly, 

A total  of  789  Senior  Citizens  participated  in  the  Trips  and 
Tours  program. 

There  were  five  overnight  trips  which  included  Florida, 

Virginia,  New  Hampshire,  and  Vermont  and  fourteen  day 
trips  to  various  local  points. 
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Report  of  the  Council  On  Aging  continued: 

Outstanding  events  held  during  the  year  were  the  induction  of 
local  Senior  Citizens  to  the  Attleboro  Senior  Citizens  Hall  of 
Fame.  The  inductees  were:  Florence  Forget,  Cassie  Gobin, 

Lawrence  Fitton  and  Harlan  Allen.  Another  event  was  the  Bicen- 
tennial Party  for  Senior  Citizens  at  the  Drop-in  Center,  a con- 
cert by  the  Attleboro  Concert  Band,  and  a cook-out  at  Capron 
Park . 

During  the  year,  the  Council  on  Aging  became  affiliated  with 
the  Bristol  County  Home  Care  for  the  Elderly,  Incorporated, 
located  in  Fall  River,  in  order  to  provide  home  care  services 
to  the  elderly,  thus  enabling  them  to  remain  in  their  home. 

These  services  are  provided  to  eligible  elderly  at  no  cost 
to  them.  Our  Council  on  Aging  has  two  representatives  on  the 
Board  of  the  Bristol  County  Home  Care  for  Elderly,  Incorporated. 

Future  plans  for  1977  include  a legal  aide  (already  chosen)  to 
assist  Senior  Citizens  in  need  of  legal  advice,  a South  Attleboro 
projection  for  serving  hot  meals  and  for  social  hours,  opening 
of  the  drop-in  center  one  night  weekly,  and  increasing  staff  by 
addition  of  Senior  Aides  paid  from  federal  funds.  We  look  for- 
ward to  a prosperous  1977  in  many  ways. 

On  behalf  of  the  other  members  of  the  Council  and  the  Executive 
Director,  our  grateful  thanks  for  your  support  of  the  Senior 
Citizens  program  in  Attleboro,

With  a new  view  to  making  present  Conservation  areas  usable  for 
the  public,  the  Commission  visited  the  Peckham  Street  (Rabbit 
Run)  and  Lindsey  Street  sites  with  a representative  of  S.C.S. 

Work  has  already  been  started  at  Peckham  Street  with  the  clear- 
ing of  brush  and  trees  and  the  installation  of  steps  on  two  slopes. 
The  "Boots  and  Saddle"  4-H  Club  under  the  guidance  of  Aurelio 
Almeida  planted  Autumn  Olive  trees  at  the  Rabbit  Run  Area. 


As  a result  of  drastic  budget  cut-backs  there  is  now  no  money 
available  for  future  land  acquisition  appraisals  i.e.  East 
Junction,  or  for  the  development  of  Conservation  areas. 


Work  is  proceeding  on  updating  the  Comprehensive  Cons 
Plan  with  which  no  further  self-help  application  will 
considered  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
ing „ Requirements  call  for  plans  to  be  no  older  than 
years  .

The  Attleboro  Historical  Commission  has  completed  all  the 
goals  set  by  the  commissioners  for  its  Bicentennial  Projects 
all  relating  to  the  Preservation  of  Attleboro  History  and 
to  the  Presentation  of  Attleboro  History  to  the  citizens. 

The  following  is  the  list : 

Reprint  of  John  Daggett's  Sketch  of  the  History  of  Att, le° 
borough , original  edition  published  Trf~ 183  4 , =•  13  6 pages 

Placed  markers  on  houses  lived  in  by  Patriots  of  the 
American  Revolution. 

Compiled  the  material  for  the  new  Historical  Sites 
Guide  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts.

Members  have  given  talks  to  students  in  most  all 
schools  and  to  organizations  on  the  subject  of  Attle- 
boro History. 

The  above  accomplishments  completed  by  the  commission 
represents  the  greatest  share  of  time,  effort  and  contribu- 
tions of  any  group  in  the  city,  for  the  200th  Anniversary 
of  the  United  States. 

The  commission  was  host  to  the  State  Historical  Commission 
at  an  area  meeting  held  at  City  Hall. 

To  date  two  buildings  in  the  city  have  been  selected  by 
the  State  Historical  Commission  for  application  for  nomina- 
tion for  the  National  Register  List.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and 
Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 

Attleboro  Bicentennial  Commission  appointed  by  Mayor  Raymond  L. 
Macomber  late  in  1972,  to  provide  a time  to  better  understand 
the  present  through  knowledge  of  the  past,  by  developing  a 
limited  number  of  exciting,  imaginative  or  educational  programs 
through  to  the  end  of  the  year  1976. 

The  aims  of  the  Commission  were  set: 

- "To  plan  a solid  and  well-organized  celebration  for  the  City 

with  total  citizen  involvement. 

~ To  stress  the  need  for  projects  of  lasting  and  worthwhile 
value  for  today  and  the  future. 

- To  celebrate  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the  United  States 
Independence,  and  the  300th  Anniversary  of  the  King  Philip 
War  . 

- To  carry  out  the  goals  of  the  National  Bicentennial  Adminis- 
tration of  emphasis  on  "HERITAGE  - FESTIVAL  - HORIZONS". 

- To  have  all  activities  and  plans  for  this  celebration  channel 
through  the  Commission,  thereby  avoiding  unnecessary  overlaps 
or  inefficiencies. 

In  other  words  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  all  individuals 
and  groups" . 

A guide  book  of  14  pages  listing  over  150  suggested  projects,  sub- 
committees to  contact  for  assistance  was  prepared  and  printed  to 
assist  everyone.  This  book  also  included  excerpts  from  a scrapbook 
found  at  the  Massachusetts  State  Library  on  the  History  written  of 
Attleborough  one  hundred  years  ago.  This  is  perhaps  the  first  time 
this  history  has  been  put  into  print.  A Supplement  listing  all  the 
300  plus  events  and  projects  completed  during  these  Bicentennial 
years  was  published  at  the  end  of  the  year  1976.  This  Supplement 
provides  the  proof  of  the  Commission’s  original  aims  in  having 
Total  Citizen  Involvement. 

Total  cost  of  the  entire  program  for  four  years  has  been  $1,800.00 
of  the  Taxpayers'  money,  an  accomplishment  not  very  many  communities 
can  show.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

1976 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and 
the  Municipal  Council 

Mayor  and  Councillors: 

The  financial  problems  faced  by  the  City  of  Attleboro  have 
begun  to  show  directly  within  the  Recreation  Department.  For 
the  first  time  in  the  past  ten  years  the  Recreation  Commission 
feels  that  it  is  merely  "holding  its  own"  rather  than  making 
positive,  progressive  steps  forward.  The  Commission  fully 
appreciates  the  dilemma  that  the  city  fathers  find  themselves 
in,  that  is,  attempting  to  control  the  tax  rate  and  still  pro- 
vide adequate  municipal  services.  However,  "the  cut  back 
policy"  has  adversely  affected  the  Recreation  Department. 

Whereas,  a year  ago  we  had  the  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
of  reporting  the  completion  of  the  largest  recreational  pro- 
ject in  the  history  of  Attleboro  (South  Attleboro  and  Nickerson 
Playgrounds  - $485,000.00).  This  year  we  have  the  disappointing 
report  that  no  major  improvements  or  facilities  have  been  accom- 
plished . 

The  Recreation  Commission  feels  that  the  Recreation  Program 
has,  during  the  past  year,  suffered  set  backs  in  three  areas. 

The  three  areas  affected  are  as  follows:  1975  Capital  Improve- 
ments and  Major  Recommendations,  Personnel,  and  General  Upkeep 
of  Facilities. 

In  last  years  recommendations  for  1976-1977  the  following  was 
recommended.  After  each  recommendation  is  stated  the  outcome. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  old  tennis  court  area  at  Briggs 
Playground  be  converted  to  an  asphalt  basketball-street  hockey- 
tennis  complex.  This  was  not  accomplished  because  of  lack  of 
funding . 

It  was  recommended  that  major  masonry  and  roof  repairs  be  done 
to  the  Recreation  Center.  The  masonry  work  was  completed  and  50% 
of  the  roof  repairs  were  completed  by  means  of  a special  emergency 
appropriation  from  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council. 

It  was  recommended  that  funds  be  appropriated  for  major  repairs, 
reconditioning  and  replacement  of  filter  tanks  at  Briggs  Play- 
ground and  at  South  Attleboro  Playground.  No  funds  were  appropria- 
ted for  this,  however,  reoairs  and  reconditioning  were  made  to  the 
filter  tanks  at  Briggs  Playground  through  the  maintenance  of  Play- 
grounds Account.  The  South  Attleboro  tanks  were  not  touched. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  city  purchase  the  vacant  lot  adjacent 
to  Briggs  Playground.  This  was  not  done  due  to  lack  of  funding. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  city  erect  lights  for  the  horseshoe 
pitching  courts  in  South  Attleboro.  This  was  not  done  due  to  lack 
of  funding. 
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Report  of  the  Recreation  Commission  continued : 

It  was  recommended  that  tennis  courts  be  constructed  at  Hayward 
Field,  This  was  not  done  due  to  lack  of  funding. 

Finally,  it  was  recommended  that  Hyman  Fine  Elementary  School 
and  Gymnasium  be  opened  and  made  available  to  the  public  as  part 
of  the  winter  program.  This  Was  not  done  due  to  lack  of  funding. 

The  second  area  of  major  cdncern  is  personnel.  As  of  July 
1,  1977  the  Recreation  Department  is  losing  its  part-time  secre- 
tary and  bookkeeper.  We  feel  that  this  will  cause  considerable 
hardship  on  the  Department,  This  position  was  one  of  the  clerical 
positions  eliminated  by  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council.  The 
Commission  is  also  very  apprehensive  about  the  maintenance  force. 
Outdoor  facilities  have  become  so  numerous  that  it  is  difficult 
to  maintain  these  facilities  during  the  spring  and  summer  months 
with  the  three  people  the  city  employs  in  the  city  recreation 
force.  The  Commission  dreads  the  thought  of  the  CETA  program 
ending.  Without  CETA  personnel,  maintenance  would  be  next  to 
impossible.  The  Commission  is  also  disturbed  by  the  fact  that 
funds  were  not  granted  for  the  hiring  of  College  summer  work- 
study  students.  Under  present  work-study  programs,  the  city 
pays  20%  of  a students  salary.  Four  to  five  students  in  this 
program  have  been  hired  during  past  summers  and  this  seems  to  be 
very  economically  beneficial  to  the  City  of  Attleboro. 

The  final  area  of  concern  the  Recreation  Commission  has  is  the 
difficulty  of  properly  maintaining  existing  facilities.  Because 
funds  are  not  generally  available  and  because  of  increasing  re- 
pairs due  to  vandalism  facility  maintenance  has  been  on  the  de- 
cline . 

We  hope  that  these  conditions  and  problems  will  not  continue 
to  plague  the  Reacreation  Department  and  the  City  of  Attleboro. 

On  a brighter  note,  the  Recreation  Commission  continues  to  be 
pleased  with  the  extensive  summer  program,  winter  program  and 
year-round  swimming  program.  A calendar  of  the  summer  program 
activities  for  July  and  August  is  found  on  the  next  pages  so 
that  readers  may  see  the  extent  of  this  program.  Also  found  at 
the  back  of  this  report  is  a pamphlet  of  summer  programs  made 
available  to  residents  of  Attleboro.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 
1976 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor 
and  Members  of  the 
Municipal  Council 

Mayor  and  Councillors: 

The  Health  Department  herewith  presents  for  your  examination  and 
approval  its  62nd  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,1976. 

Generally  favorable  health  conditions  prevailed  in  our  community 
during  the  past  year,  and  our  population  on  the  whole  enjoyed  a good 
state  of  health. 

The  number  of  live  Attleboro  births  during  1976  was  411  (216  males 
and  195  females),  an  increase  of  72  over  the  preceding  year.  Of  the 
total,  386  were  born  at  Sturdy  Hospital  and  25  were  born  in  hospitals 
outside  of  the  city.  Twenty “three  premature  babies  were  born  to 
Attleboro  parents.  In  compliance  with  State  law,  certain  of  these 
infants  prematurely  born  were  referred  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  to  determine  eligibility  under  Medicaid  for  payment  of  hospit- 
alization. Should  a rare  problem  arise  whereby  Medicaid  standards 
are  not  met,  further  consideration  is  given  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  and  upon  approval,  the  Health  Department  makes  payment, 
one-half  of  which  is  reimburseable  by  the  State.  There  were  no  such 
cases  during  the  past  year  whereby  this  action  was  necessary  . 

General  mortality  decreased  in  1976  with  215  deaths  recorded  as 
compared  with  252  for  the  year  1975.  The  total  included  three  still- 
births and  forty-one  residents  who  died  outside  of  the  city.  Of  the 
total,  107  were  males  and  108  were  females.  Eighty  percent  of  all 
the  deaths  occurred  among  the  over-sixty  age  group.  Over  sixty- three 
percent  were  persons  70  years  of  age  and  older,  and  29  percent  lived 
beyond  the  age  of  80.  These  percentages  reflect  the  nation-wide, 
long-term  gains  in  longevity  brought  about  by  advances  in  medicine 
and  public  health  and  the  rise  in  living  standards.  Major  causes 
of  deaths  were  namely:  diseases  of  the  heart,  cerebral,  cancer, 
pulmonary  diseases  and  pneumonia.  These  five  leading  causes 
totaled  180  deaths  or  over  83  percent  of  all  deaths  in  our  city. 

Two  accidental  deaths  occurred  in  1976,  a decrease  of  two  from  the 
total  recorded  in  1975. 

A total  of  185  communicable  diseases  were  recorded  as  compared 
with  148  the  previous  year.  One  hundred  sixteen  dog  bites  provided 
most  of  the  total.  Foryt-five  cases  of  Chicken  Fox  and  ten  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  provided  the  next  highest  totals,  Mumps  (2),  and  Infect- 
ious Hepatitis  (6)  were  the  next  highest  numbers  reported.  There  was 
one  case  each  of  the  following  diseases  reported:  Pulmonary  Tubercu- 

losis, Measles,  Hemophilus  Influenza  Meningitis,  Meningicocca 1 Meningi- 
tis, Pleuresy  and  Salmonella. 
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Report  of  the  Health  Department  continued: 

The  Health  Agent  collected  milk  and  water  samples  for  laboratory 
examination.  In  addition,  he  made  routine  inspections  covering 
eating  and  drinking  establishments,  food  stores,  bakeries,  markets 
and  ice  cream  manufacturing  plants,  convalescent  and  nursing  homes, 
overnight  cabins  and  trailers  and  swimming  pools  , 


Complaints  regarding  housing,  insect  and  rodent  control,  litter 
and  nuisances  in  general  were  investigated,  and  where  public  health 
nuisances  were  found  to  exist,  they  were  promptly  abated. 

Air,  water  and  noise  pollution  problems  were  checked  out  and 
compliance  with  the  law  was  ordered  in  all  cases. 

Our  outstanding  activity  for  the  year  was  the  Swine  Flu  immuniza- 
tion clinics.  A total  of  3008  immunizations  were  administered.  The 
vaccine  was  furnished  by  the  Federal  Government.  Alcohol  and  cotton 
balls  were  the  only  items  paid  for  by  the  city. 

Our  Health  Nurse  was  very  busy  in  a variety  of  health  programs. 
Besides  our  regular  immunization  clinics,  there  was  the  necessary 
follow-up  on  tuberculosis,  hearing  and  vision  testing  in  the  two 
parochial  schools.  Home  appraisal  visits  were  made  on  certain 
premature  infants  and  other  home  visits  were  made  in  relation  to 
communicable  diseases,  crippled  children  and  child  health.  The 
annual  TB  testing  was  done  on  the  first  grades  and  those  new  to 
the  system  by  the  Public  School  Nurses  and  the  Public  Health  Nurse. 
Proper  follow-up  was  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department. 


The  Nurse  inspected  and  licensed  six  kindergartens,  screened 
immunization  records  for  these  kindergartens,  as  well  as  those 
of  the  first  grade  new  to  the  System  at  St.  John's  School.

Our  Dental  Clinic,  in  addition  to  routine  service  of  the  annual 
survey  and  classification  of  teeth  of  3577  public  and  parochial 
school  children  of  the  first  five  grades,  looked  after  the  dental 
health  of  the  children  of  these  grades  whose  parents  were  unable 
to  provide  private  dental  care  for  them.  Of  a total  of  722 
referrals  of  children  requiring  early  dental  care,  201  were 
accepted  for  treatment  at  the  clinic  for  1976-1977  school  year.

Home  visits  and  appraisals  were  made  and  where  financial  assis- 
tance  was  necessary,  referral  was  made  to  the  Welfare  Department 
under  Medicaid. 

The  annual  tuberculosis  skin  testing  program  was  done  on  grade  1 
and  those  new  to  the  System  in  public  and  parochial  schools. 

Proper  follow-up  was  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department.  This 
is  a joint  effort  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Lung  Association, 
School  Nurses  and  Health  Department. 

Several  home  visits  and  conferences  were  held  with  pediatricians 
school  officials,  Children's  Protective  Agency,  Office  for 
Children  in  cases  of  child  abuse. 

Screening  of  immunization  records  of  six  Day  Care  Centers,  first 
grades  and  pupils  new  to  the  System  at  St.  John’s  was  accomplished 
Notices  on  those  lacking  immunization  required  by  State  law  were 
sent  to  parents  and  follow-up  of  same  was  done.

Purified 
Protein  Derivative  (PPD)  and  syringes  are  supplied  by  the  State 
for  nursing  homes  to  do  their  employees. 

Biologic  and  diagnostic  supplies  are  stored  at  Sturdy  Hospital 
for  use  of  staff  doctors.  These  are  supplied  free  of  charge  by 
the  State  Laboratories. 

Reports  are  received  on  all  newborn  babies  from  Sturdy  Hospital. 

If  there  is  any  concern  from  the  hospital  such  as  mother  needing 
reassurance  in  the  care  of  the  baby  or  any  other  problems,  this 
is  noted  or  a phone  call  is  made  to  me . A visit  is  made  to  these 
mothers  and  follow-up  as  needed.  On  all  others  it  is  done  as 
time  allows. 

The  most  time  consuming  program  was  the  Swine  Flu  Immunizations. 
There  were  five  clinics  held,  three  in  Attleboro  and  two  in 
South  Attleboro,  A total  of  3008  immunizations  were  done.  As 
in  any  situation  where  you  have  a large  number  of  people,  it 
was  confusing  in  the  beginning.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  GAS 


All  gas  inspections  were  taken  care  of,  and  passed,  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  Attleboro  Health 
Department . 

It  was  necessary  for  me  to  work  many  Saturdays  because  of  the 
extra  cold  winter. 

Coordination  with  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Gas  Company  has 
been  maintained  with  complete  harmony.

The  regular  function  of  this  office,  including  record  keeping 
of  the  whereabouts  of  all  inhabitants  17  years  of  age  and  older, 
all  registered  voters,  jury  lists,  list  of  persons  book  compiled, 
voting  lists  maintained,  college  students  residence  confirmed, 
annual  census  conducted  were  all  carried  out  in  addition  to 
Voter  registrations,  Spring  Primary,  Fall  Primary  and  General 
Election  in  November  which  kept  us  constantly  in  high  gear. 

A National  Election  is  always  a very  busy  one  and  this  proved 
to  be  no  exception  as  it  seemed  the  voters  literally  came  out 
of  the  walls.

INTRODUCTION 


The  basic  Civil  Defense  Legislation  is  Chapter  639  of  the 
Acts  of  1950  which  became  effective  July  20,  1950,  and  which 
will  remain  in  force  until  terminated  by  joint  resolution  by 
the  Massachusetts  House  and  Senate. 

Section  I defines  Civil  Defense  as  the  preparation  for  the 
carrying  out  of  all  emergency  functions  (other  than  military 
functions)  for  the  purpose  of  minimizing  enemy  attack  and 
disaster . 

Section  13  requires  each  City  and  Town  to  establish  a local 
Civil  Defense  organization,  headed  by  a director,  and  organized 
in  accordance  with  a State  Civil  Defense  plan  and  program.  The 
local  Director  is  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  in  the  City  or 
the  Selectman  in  a town  or,  in  a City  or  Town  having  a Manager, 
by  the  Manager.  The  Director  is  responsible  for  the  organiza- 
tion, Administration  and  Operation  for  the  local  Civil  Defense 
organization,  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  appoint- 
ing authority.  The  local  organization  performs  Civil  Defense 
functions  within  the  City  or  Town  or,  when  required  under  the 
Civil  Defense  Act,  outside  the  City  or  Town. 

Within  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense,  City  of  Attleboro,  there 
are  several  divisions,  each  division  encompassing  various  areas 
of  service  and  responsibility  and  where  particular  personal 
talents  lie. 

These  divisions  come  under  the  Operations  and  Administrative 
control  of  the  office  of  the  Director  and  include  a rescue 
division,  k-9  search  divisions  and  communication. 

In  this  report,  each  division  is  listed  with  a list  of  its 
operations  and  responsibilities,  over-all  procedures,  new 
equipment  obtained  during  this  coverage,  etc. 

I am  proud  to  state  that  in  man-hours  alone,  the  members  of 
the  various  divisions  of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  have  volun- 
teered a total  of  10,800  man-hours  of  service  to  the  City  of 
Attleboro.  114. 
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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  continued: 

ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  DIRECTOR 


The  office  of  the  Director  provides  the  administrative  and 
operational  control  of  all  divisions  of  the  department,  as 
well  as  providing  the  liason , planning  and  coordinating  func- 
tions within  the  City  in  advance  of  and  during  emergency  or 
disaster  situations.  The  office  of  the  Director  consists  of 
the  director  of  Civil  Defense,  Deputy  Director  of  Civil  Defense 
and  full-time  secretary. 

RESCUE  DIVISION  ACTIVITIES 


The  rescue  division  of  the  Civil  Defense  consists  of  the 
South  Attleboro  Rescue  Squad.  This  squad  which  averages 
sixteen  members,  all  volunteers,  maintain  an  office  in  the 
Washinton  Street  School,  which  they  share  with  the  office 
of  the  Director. 

I would  like  you  to  note  at  this  time,  that  all  utilities 
and  maintenance  of  this  building  have  been  paid  for  by  the 
members  of  the  Rescue  Squad  and  not  by  the  City  of  Attleboro. 

This  division  operates  a fully  equipped  medium  duty  rescue 
truck  capable  of  disaster  rescue,  extrication,  scuba  diving 
and  with  effective  patient  support  and  transportation  facili- 
ties . 

The  members  of  the  division  have  been  responsible  for  8000 
man-hours  of  volunteered  time  during  the  past  year  and  have 
responded  to  over  200  calls  for  rescue  assistance. 

The  division  has  responded  and  mobilized  for  searches 
during  the  year,  providing  lighting  assistance  to  police 
officials,  coverage  to  all  White  Hawk  Football,  Attleboro 
High  School  Football  and  Bishop  Feehan  Football  games. 

Calls  for  assistance  are  received  via  the  hot  line  tele- 
phone from  police  or  fire  officials  are  taken  directly  from 
police  radio  communications  which  are  monitored  at  the 
division  office.  Response  to  any  accidents  call  is  automatic 
unless  it  is  known  and  stipulated  that  there  are  no  injuries. 

The  division  conducts  a nightly  radio  dispatch  for  local 
Civil  Defense  forces,  and  South  Attleboro  Rescue,  and  a 
informational  reference  service  as  requires  and  requested 
by  Rescue,  Fire  and  Police  services.  They  monitor  all  area 
emergency  services  communications  broadcasts,  as  well  as 
area  weather  information,  in  order  to  increase  awareness  of 
situations  of  stress,  and  to  enhance  the  mobilization  of 
force . 
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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  continued: 

The  communications  center  is  located  in  the  City  Hall  Annex; 
The  Emergency  Operations  Center.  The  center  is  equipped  with 
the  capacity  for  message  handling  and  routing  emergency  informa- 
tion to  all  departments,  State  Headquarters  and  Amatuer  Radio 
Services . 

The  division  also  maintains  a Mobile  Command  Post  with  two- 
way  communications  with  all  departments. 

ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  K-9  DIVISION 

The  K=9  Division  of  the  Attleboro  Civil  Defense  consists  of 
an  on-call  dog  handler  and  three  alternate  handlers.  The  divi- 
sion operates  two  attack  dogs  and  trained  search  German  Shepards 
and  three  trained  Blood  Hounds. 

The  division  can  be  mobilized  by  the  office  of  the  Director 
for  any  search  type  activities  within  the  community.  The  dogs 
are  available  upon  request  from  the  duty  officer  at  the  Police 
Department  for  such  uses  as  crowd  control.  The  division  is 
let  out  automatically  to  any  surrounding  community  to  fill  their 
emergency  requirements  due  to  the  immediate  need  of  having  a 
dog  at  the  scene  as  soon  as  possible  during  search  and  crowd 
control  situations.

During  the  year  1976,  seventy-one  (71)  new  members  enrolled  in 
the  system:  nineteen  (19)  persons  were  retired;  twenty  nine  (29) 
left  the  service  of  the  City  and  withdrew  their  accumulated 
deductions;  three  (3)  active  members  died  in  service;  six  (6) 
retired  members  died,  leaving  the  total  active  and  inactive 
membership  at  eight  hundred  and  nine  (809).

II „ Notes  to  Balance  Sheets  December  31,  1976 
Basis  of  Presentation 


The  accompanying  balance  sheets  of  the  General  Accounts  have 
been  prepared  generally  in  accordance  with  the  General  Laws  and 
Regulations  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  ordin- 
ances of  the  City  of  Attleboro.  The  balance  sheet  has  been  pre- 
pared on  a modified  accrual  basis,  reflecting  Assets  and  Liabili- 
ties, etc.  not  separately  recorded  in  other  fund  groups. 

In  accordance  with  the  changes  in  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  the  City's  fiscal  year  will  end 
on  June  30  rather  than  on  December  31.  Accordingly,  the  balance 
sheet  at  December  31,  1976  contains  estimated  revenues  and  bud- 
geted appropriations  for  the  twelve  month  period  ending 
June  30,  1977. 

All  balances  are  subject  to  final  review  and  verification  by 
the  State  Auditors  from  the  Bureau  of  Accounts. 

Accounts  Receivable,  Revenue,  etc. 


Certain  accounts  receivable  (motor  vehicle  excise  taxes, 
special  assessments,  departmental,  water,  and  aid  to  highways) 
and  tax  titles  and  possessions  are  recorded  as  assets  in  the 
balance  sheet  - fully  offset  by  a reserve.  Revenues  are  re- 
corded in  the  period  of  receipt,  and  expenditures  and  encum- 
brances are  recorded  on  the  basis  of  cash  disbursements  and 
commitments , respectful ly . 

Fixed  Assets 

Fixed  assets  are  not  recorded  when  acquired . To  the  extent 
that  general  (revenue  accounts)  funds  are  used  to  acquire  fixed 
assets  and/or  make  the  debt  service  payments  on  borrowing  in 
connection  therewith,  they  are  accounted  for  as  expenditures  in 
the  year  payment  is  made . 

Budgeted  Revenue  and  Appropriations 

At  the  time  the  annual  budget  is  voted  by  the  City  Council  it 
is  the  City's  practice  to  record  as  revenue  and  as  appropriations 
the  total  amount  of  the  budget  expenditures.  As  revenues  are 
received  and  expenditures  made,  the  amounts  are  charged  against 
the  related  estimates.  Accordingly,  at  December  31,  1976  the 
balance  of  the  revenues  and  appropriation  accounts  represent 
estimates  for  the  twelve-month  period  ending  June  30,  1977 
less  taxes  levied  and  payments  made,  as  appropriated,  for  the 
same  period. 
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
